English royalties have had _ their 
share of morganatic marriage, but it 
is my duty here to explode an ancient 
and persistent scandal, which has been 
circulated about King George. That 
was the story that he was married us 
a young man, when he had no hope of 
becoming heir to the throne, to the 
daughter of a commoner, and that he 
abandoned her to marry the present 
queen when his elder brother’s death 
made him heir. To begin with, no such 
marriage could have taken place, for 
under the English law any ceremony 
would have been illegal and void by 
which any member of the royal family 
was married to anyone—royal or not— 
without the consent of the king in 
council.

The 
favorite story is that the lady was the 
daughter of an admiral, and that Prince 
George married her when he was a 
young sailor stationed at Malta.

It has even.been said that the wife 
of that greatest of all sticklers for 
caste and regularity, the kaiser, is 
only his morganatic wife after all, and 
the German law courts wil! be calied 
on before long to rule on the ques- 
tion, which arose recently when the 
kaiserin’s brother claimed exemption 
from certain taxation on account of his 
royalty. The lower court to whicu 
ruled that he 
wasn't royal at all, but only an ordin- 
ary German nobleman. If the higher 
courts sustain this view, then the 
Kaiserin is only the emperor’s mor- 
Sanatic wife. 

Morganatic marriage seems to run 
in the blood of the royal 
family of Belgium. Of course, 
everyone knows about the late King 
Leopold’s marriage to Baroness 
Vaughan shortly before his death, but 
it is not so generally known that his 


| fill 


father, when a prince of Saxe Coburg 
and Gotha, married an actress mor- 
ganatically and lived with her for a 
number of years. This marriage took 
Place after the death of his first wife, 
who was the daughter of George IV 
of England. When he was chosen to 
the throne of Belgium, however, 
he divorced his low-born consort. Then 
there is the notorious case of Leo- 
pold’s daughter, the Princess Stephan- 
le, who, after the death of her hus- 
band, the Archduke Rudolph of Aus- 
tria, married a petty nobleman called 
Count Lenyay. 

Somewhat similar to the story that 
is told about .King George of England 
is that which is current in Kussta 
about the czar. It is that when he 
was a young man he contracted a mar- 
riage with a beautiful Jewish dancer, 
but that he put her away when he 
married the present czarina. The story 
has never ..been denied -efficially and 
certain.it'is that there are two young 
men uhdergoing the education in 
Paris whe are generally believed to be 
the sons of that marriage. They are 
well supplied with money which, it is 
said, comes from their august father, 
but, of course, they don't talk about 
the matter, and the people who act as 
go-betweens are not likely to say any- 
thing. When, the ozar succeeded to the 
throne his Jewish subjects built great 
hopes for better treatment on this 
connection, but if the story is true, his 
Jewish sweetheart was able to exer- 
Cise little influence with her royal 
lover in favor of her ‘co-religionists, 
for they have been .worse treated, if 
that were possible, under the present 
ruler than they were before. 

It Will Disappear. 

There are signs that with the ad- 
vance of democratic sentiment this mé- 
dieval privilege of kings will disap- 
pear, and if it does, the kings them- 
selves will take the initiative in aboi- 
ishing it. One can imagine -he rae 
of the Kaiser, who is above all a good 
family man, if he finds out tha: under 
the present German law his wife is 
only a left-handed wife, and his chi]j- 
dren not ‘entitled to succeed him on the 
throne, That law won't last long once 
the courts declare this state of things 
to exist. In Austria, as I have already 
pointed out, the law’s life is already 
limited to that of the aged emperor 
who now sits on the throne. In Eng- 
land it may be said that it. has disap 
peared already, for public sentiment 
would not tolerate “privileged bigamy” 
in.these days, even in the case.of roy- 
paity. In fact, the King now hardly 
ever makes any objection to members 
of his family marrying persons of in- 
ferior rank. King Edward's sister 
married the Duke of Argyll, a Scottish 
nobleman, with his consent, and his 
daughter was won by another Scotch- 
man, the Earl of Fife, who was made 
a duke on his marriage. The children 
of both these unions would be eligible 
to sucteéd to the crown, in the case of 
the failure of more direct heirs. There 
are rumors that Princess Patricia of 
Connaught, a niece of the late King 
Edward, will soon be allowed to marry 
the young Marquis of Anglessey, with 
whom she has been in love for years, 
and there will be nothing morganatic 
about that marriage. 

With the three leading royal houses 
of Europe thus setting théir faces 
against the continuance of this ancient 
privilege, we may soon hope to see it 
cenfined to the rulers of petty states, 
and it is more than likely that they 
wil] soon fall in Mme with the fashion 
set by their more important royal col- 
leagues.

-TAMED THE YALE BOYS 


Before E. D. Eldridge was appointed 


manager of the Grand Opera house, in | 
he was for three years man- | 


Atlanta, 
ager of the Hyperion theater, at New 
Haven, Conn. He regards that period 
as the most interesting chapter of his 
life, for it was during that time that 


he came, saw and conquered the most | 


turbulent tribe of college Indians that 
ever painted a town red. 

“The city of New Haven,” said Mr. 
BHidridge, in relating his experiences, 
“in which Yale college is situated, has 
long been Known in theatrical circles 
as the hardest place to play in the 
world. The students have 
‘owned’ the theaters, attending 
large crowds and having their own 
Sweet wills with the poor badgered 
actors and actresses. If the manager 

otested there was an instant row, 
Which eithér broke up the show alto- 
gether or caused a disagreeable break 
in its continuity. 

Problem of the Manager. 


“This state of affairs was doubtless | 
Yery merry for the students and their | 


friends, but, unfortunately, there were 
unreasonable folks who preferred to 
hear the song of the prima donna to 
the ‘boola-boola’ of the college men, 
or had rather listen to Hamlet's solilo- 
guy uMaccompanied by a long Yale 
cheer. To retain the patronage of such 
people and at the same time to keep 
from antagonizing the students was 
the problem which no manager had 
soived. 

“Things went on from bad to worse 
until the year 1907, when the ow ers 
of the Hyperion theater decided to 
make a change in the management of 
the house and began to look around 
for a man who they thought could 
¢ontrol the situation. l was at that 
time managing a theater in London. 
They decided upon me and put me in 
control of the Hyperion. ; 

“When I first took up my new du- 
ties | found things in a state of abso- 
lute anarchy. It had been a case 
of war between the student and the 
Manager, the former trying to raise 
6s much ‘rough house’ as possible, and 
the latter trying to arrest as many 
students as he could. 

“The pastimes of the college men 
were varied and ingenious. One of 
the favorite stunts was trying to throw 
peanuts in the mouth of the leading 
lady. Fifteen or twenty men, seated 
im the front rows, would form a pool, 
the proceeds to go to the man who first 
lodged his missile In the star's oral 
cavity. That lady quite naturally could 
mot see any humor in the situation 
and became so peaved that 3s! vould

Process of Liquefying Gas. 

In 1901: Herman Blau, a successful 
chemist of Augsburg, Germany, in- 
vented a process of liquefying gas to 
furnish light, heat, fuel for cooking 
and power to buildings and residences 
at present not supplied with city gas. 
The gas, Known as Blaugas, has only 
recently been placed on the American 
market. It is sold and delivered in 
steel bottles, similar to those used 
in the transportation of oxygen and 
carbonic gas.

That Is the Opinion of the 
French Military Ex- 
perts. 


Grandvilliers, French, September 17. 
General Brun, French minister of war, 
and the entire army are enthusiastic 
over the ‘achievements of the aero- 
Planes and dirigible balloons during 
the military maneuvers which ended 
today. 

The military experts are unanimous 
in the opinion that the air machines 
are destined not only to play an im- 
portant role in future wars, but to 
@reatiy modify if not revolutionize 
army strategy. Henceforth it will 
be almost impossible to conceal the 
position and movements of troops and 
#0 will be elimflated practically the 
Surpise flank operatitions which have 
Mecided so many critical battles. 

Regarding the relative merits of 
the aeroplane ang the dirigible bal- 
loons opinions differ, but the consen- 
sus of opinion continues to be that as 
@€ach supplements the other, a combi- 
mation of both is necessary. The aero- 
Plane demonstrated its superiority in 
the matter of speed, invulnerability, 
independence of the wind and weather 
while its portability avoids the neces- 
Sity of housing; but at the same time 
the excessive speed of the machines is 
a drawback, as it makes observations 
from them necessarily vague. Twice

commanding the Third corps, was 
compelled to send a pilot of an aero- 
Piane back over the scouting field to 
obtain more precise information. 

' The dirigible, although slower and 
sq offering a better target for the 
enemy, are able to make more accu- 
rate observations, besides enjoying the 
aivantage of being in constant wire- 
less communication with headquar- 
ters. .

E NEW RULES 


OF FOOTBALL 


Let the Game Beat All 
Times Fair and 
Square. 


(From Edward H. Coy'’s “Football—A 
Game for Gentlemen” in October St. 
Nicholas.) 

To the man who has played football 
under the old rules, the new regula- 
tions may at first appear to have 
greatly endangered not only the popu- 
larity of the game, but even the game 
itself. I believe it is simply because 
we have not yet had time to consider 
the possibilities and have nor been able 
to watch the game played under the 
new rules. 

The authorities who made the 
changes did so because the public de- 
manded a revision, and in doing s0 
they did not attempt to change the 
Play any more than was absolutely 
necessary. They made the new rules 
with the idea of doing away with the 
dangerous featurés and the opportuni- 
ties for unnecessary roughness; noth- 
ing more. Every one of the commit- 
tee is a lover of the game, and it is the 
duty of each of those who expect to 
play to do his part in making footba!) 
the greatest of all sports. It has al- 
ways been so and always will be, as 
long as football players will play the 
game as it should be played, and abide 
by whatever rules are in operation. 
Football cannot change greatly as lohg 
as there is persona)! contact and vigor- 
ous play, and we need not fear for its 
future, provided we do our part. 

I think it advisable at ihis point to 
mention a few characteristics which 
are essential to a football player. To 
many the following remarks may seem 
uncalled for, but I belfeve it is better 
always to emphasize such important 
points., As I have said, we all have 
parts to play which will influence the 
reputation of our game in exact pro- 
pertion to the fulfillment of our duty. 
But just what is our duty? It must 
be remembered that football is not a 
game for “muckers,” or men who are 
unable to control their tempers. It is 
a game for gentiemen only, and let us 
hope that all] who try to play it will 
be gentlemen. I do not want to be 
misunderstood on this point and ap- 
pear to convey the impression that I 
am anxious to make football an effemi- 
nate game, but I do insist that the 
player must at all times be fair and 
square. 

Loud and vulgar talk on the fie:d 
during a game, for instance, is entire- 
ly unnecessary and uncalled for. Men 
who indulge in it are far from the kind 
who should bear the name of footbail 
Players. There should be absolutely 
no talking at all by any of the mem- 
bers of a team except the captain and 
the quarter back. The captain alone 
should talk to the officials, ang only 
in case of misunderstanding. Occa- 
sionally it helps to have the linemen 
talk quietly to each other, as it is a 
steadying influence to feel that those 
near you are working hard and with 
you, but there is never an excuse for 
talking to opponents. Some think ,they 
must abuse the man oppos te them and 
do all they can to frighten him, but 
that kind of play is by no means the 
kind we care for. It classes the man 
who dces it with those who do not 
help football. Men are not sent on the 
field to talk. They have plenty to do 
to keep them busy, and if they do 
their work quietly they will have 
greater success. One of the greatest 
ends that ever played football, Frank 
Hinkey, the Yale captain, was nick- 
named by some “Hinkey the Silent,’ 
because he hardly ever spcke while

Providence, R. L, September 17.— 
(Specia).).—Stagnation in the dry goods 
trade since the first of this month has 


N forced the manufacturers into contem- 


iplation of plans for further curtail- 
ment. This, instead of a restoration 
of full time activity, whieh it was 
hoped would be possible at this time. 
The leading factors in the industry 
said today: 

“We had a big business on the re- 
duced prices from June 20 to Septem- 
ber 1, but since the first of the month 
we have not had actual orders equal 
to one day's sales in the preceding 
three weeks. We cannot get prices 
up and cannot get any profit. Some 
goods are sold at an actual loss since 
the lull, some mills have cut prices 
in order to force sales, and this has 
been done to an extent which makes 
the market weak in spite of the ab- 
normally high price of spot cotton.” 

It is practically impossible to buy 
spot cotton of long staple, such as 
required in fine count goods, 4 
may be a question whether the 
can get enough to keep mills 
until the new crop comes |} 
country has been scoured fof 
and the mill men have been forced to 
take short staple contract cotton to 
mix it and fill out with for present 
needs. There are no new orders of 
large size in sight.

Widow Provided For. 

/ The will provides, however, that Mr. 
Brown's widow shall receive one-half 
of the net income from the property 
after all other obligations are met. 
Governor Brown, as executor of the 
estate, construes this provision to 
mean that during her life time she 
shall receive one-half of the net in- 
come and that the other half shall be 
divided, one-third to himself or his 
heirs and two-thirds to the Tech. 
After her death he interprets it to 
mean that the entire estate shall be 
divided, one-third to himself, or his 
heirs, and two-thirds to the Tech. 

Curios to Be Sold. 

Mr. Brown possessed a very valu- 
able collection of curios, including In- 
Cian relics, fans, porcelain, potteries, 
coins, jewels, etce.. and he provides 
that these shall all be sold by his 
executor and the proceeds applied to 
carrying out other provisions of his 
will. Since Mr. Brown’s death Gov- 
ernor Brown has had ali these valu- 
ables transferred from the residence, 
187 Washington street, and has placed 
them in ‘a safety deposit vault for 
safe keeping.

UUING UP SOON 


10 Cents Per Gallon In- 
crease in Retail Price. 


If City Passes Ordinance Re- 
quiring Temperature of 50 
Degrees, Price Will Be Raised 
From 40 to 60 Cents---Butter 
Also on Climb. 


The price of milk is going up! 

The price is going up in the very 
near future! s 

Well-known milk dealers declare 
that the price of feedstuffs absolutely 
require them to raise the retail price 
from 40 cents per gallon to 50 cents. 

But this is not all! 

If the citv passes an ordinance which 
requires the milk to be at a tempera- 
ture of 50 degrees when it comes into 
Atlanta, it will mean that the price 
will go up to 60 cents per gallon. 

Prices of Milk. 

Milk is selling for 10 cents 
per quart at some places. A few 
dairymen have raised the price to 12% 
cents per quart, or eight quarts for 
the dollar. There are others who are 


now 


sselling ten quarts and one pint for the 


dollar. This will soon be a thing of 
the past. 

The reason for this increase is nat- 
ural. During the past year the price 
of cotton seed hulls has been raised 
to. $15 per ton. As this is a leading 
feed stuff, the dairyman is not getting 
the profit he formerly did. Help that 
used to cost from $16 to $20 per 
month, is hard to get for less than 
from $40 to $60. 

The milk men claim that they can- 
not make any money under such con-

London, September 17.— Whatever 
the outcome of the gtant “industrial 
agitation in Great Britain the increas- 
ing prominence of the socialist factor 
is the salient feature. 

The socialist chiefs have occupied 
advanced ground and they are boldly 
proclaiming the early downfall of the 
trades union system and the erection 
upon its ruins of a powerful socialist 
organization, committed to a lasting 
war on capital. 

Fresh from the international social- 
ist congress at Copenhagen, the British 
delegates, Messrs. Hyndman and 
Blatchford, accept the challenge 
thrown down by a few veteran trades 
union leaders and. deciare that hence- 
forth the British workingman must 
adopt the tactics of the social democ- 
racy of the continent and aim not only 
at solidarity of sentiment, but also at 
solidarity of action.

The glass 
which forms its upper portion. contains 
a large proportion of lead and arrests 
all injurious radiations, while its 
transparency permits the .physician 
Stationed behind it to observe every 
detail of the question. The other 
parts of the cabinet are lined with 
sheet lead, which is impermeable to 
Roentgen rays. All the medns of con- 
trolling the mnechanism are at hand so 
that the physician is never exposed to 
the influence of the light.

“Nor do I have to go only to the 
statement of the past for precedent. 
The president of the United States, Mr. 
Taft, has served his country honorabl\ 
and uprightliy in many positions 
judge, as governor of the Philippines, 
as secretary of War and now as presi- 
dent—-for to him and the congress act- 
ing with him we owe the creation of 
tariff commission, the addition

To his -critics he put this clear-cut 
issue: “Is any party willing to take 
the other side of the propostions of 
which complaint is made? 

“If so, it would be a good 
to have the issue before the people, 
for in the end the people would most 
certainly decide in favor of the prin- 
ciples embodied in new national- 
ism, because otherwise this country 
could not continue to be a true re- 
public, a true democracy.” 


Why He Attacked Supreme Court. 


The speaker followed with a justi- 
fication of his attacks on the supreme 
court of the United States He chose 
two arguments—one, that in his criti- 
cisms he had echoed the minority 
opinions of the court itself, the other 
that he had illustrious precedent, 
namely, the example of Abraham Lin- 
colin, who, he said, had been far more 
outsnvoken tlian he himself had ever 
been, and the example of Prcsident 
Taft. trom whose utterances fifteen 
years ago, in favor of public criticism 
of the courts he quoted: 

“Take for instance,’ he 
“what I said in reference to two de- 
cisions of the supreme court. One 
decision was in the Knight sugar 
case, in which, according to the dis- 
senting opinion of Justice Harlan, the 
judgment of the court placed the pub- 
lis ‘so far as natilonaj| power is con- 
cerned (the .only power that could be 
effective) entirely at the mercy of the 
combinations which arbitrarily con- 
trol the prices of articles purchased to 
be transported from one state intu 
another state.’ 

“I merely took the view which the 
learned justice had taken in his dis- 
senting opinion. Those who criticise 
me are also criticising a justice of the 
supreme court, Mr. Harlan. Do my 
critics take the position that the peo- 
ple shall not be able to control the 
activities and management of these 
monopolist corporations doing an in- 
terstate business”? If so, let them 
frankly avow their position. It not, 
let them cease their criticism.” 

The other case mentioned, was one 
prohibiting New York state .to regu- 
late hours of work in bakeshops; and, 
again, the speaker saiq he had based 
his criticism on a dissenting opinion 
within the court itself.

“Fifty-three years ago,” he contin- 
ued. “Abraham Lincoln was assailed 
tor his repeated criticisms of the su- 
preme court in the Dred Scott case. 
As regards this decision he announced, 
net once, but again and again, that 
he held it to be not merely the right, 
but the duty of citizens who felt that 
judicia] decisions were erroneous, 
and damaging, loyally to abide by 
the decisions as long as they stood, 
but to try hard to secure their re- 
versal: his language on one occasion 
being as follows: 

“ We do not propose to disturb the 
rights of property thus settied. We 
propose so resisting the decision as 
to have it reversed if we can, and a 
new judicial rule established upon the 
subject.’ 

“His view as to his right and duty 
to call attention to an erroneous de- 
cision which vitally affected the rights 
of the people was, I think, entirely

Brown property, and upon 
which I shall, if I live, place a stone 
column with a sun dial, with appro- 
priate inscription. If I die before that 
is done, I wish my executor to do so. 
He knows what inscription [ wish 
placed upon the stone. This property 
is devised upon condition that said 
stone and sun dial shall always be 
kept in repair and where it 1s placed, 
and if it is destroyed it shall be re- 
placed in duplicate, and in all con- 
veyances made this condition shall be 
made in the deed, and should the con- 
ditions be violated for six months, the 
property shall revert to the estate. 
I make, otherwise, a free gift of this 
property to my brother, Joseph M.

CURTJS GUILD PLEADS 


Special Ambassador of United 
States Speaks in 
Mexico. 


Mexico City. September § 17.—‘“Our 
desire for- universal peace is real. It 
is serious. With no dissenting voice 
in my country, congress has author- 
ized the president to appoint a com- 
mission to join with those of other 
nations that we may lift a heavy bur- 
den from the backs of all the toilers 
by at least the restriction of the arm- 
aments of the world. The United 
States has thus. this very year, taken 
its first step toward no truce of days, 
but toward an ever-abiding peace of 
God.” 

In these words Special Ambassador 
Curtis Guild replied tonight to a 
toast to “International Peace’ at a 
banguet in honor of the diplomatic 
corps, given by Secretary Creel, of 
the Mexican department of foreign re- 
iations.

This degree, 
instituted in 1850, has been so popular 
and has grown so swiftly that it now 
has 9,865 lodges, located in all parts 
of the United States and Canada, and 
has a membership of between 700,000 
and 800,000. In the state of Georgia 
there areeabout 5,000 members, while 
Atianta alone has about 1,000. 

The organization takes its name 
from the old Bible story of Rebekah 
at the well, and those who are familiar 
with this tale may at once grasp the 
spirit and purpose of the society. f 
is not a beneficial organization in the 
sense that it provides funds for its 
members under certain stated condi- 
tions, and in this respect differs from 
the male branghes of Odd Fellowship. 
There is no other organization, how- 
ever. that hastens more quickly to the 
relief of its members when they have 
been stricken. with a sudden trouble, 
and this relief gains added worth in 
that it proceeds from the desire to 
help alone and not from a prescribed 
rule.

ana | Fellows and their wives made the 


trip to Marietta yesterday afternoon. 


They were driven in autos over the 
Kennesaw Mountain battle- 
field, were fed on fried chicken, such 
as only Georgia can produce, and for 
the first time An their lives, hundreds 
of them saw a real cotton field, the 
negroes at work picking the fleecy 
staple, and heani the oldttime south- 
ern melodies, sung as only negroes can 
sing them. 

There were speeches of welcome and 
replies, music by the Marietta band 
and the orphans’ band from Corsicana, 
Texas: the visitors were driven 
through both the national and the 
confederate cemeteries, were lunched 
on the public square and were shown 
the time of their lives generally. They 
returned to the city just at nightfall, 
tired but happy, declaring that never 
before had they taken part in a more 
delightful outing. 

Party Goes to Marietta. 

The party went to Marietta in five 
Special cars, provided by the Atlanta 
amd Northern road. Three of these 
cars left at 12:30 sharp, while the 
other two followed 30 minutes later. 
On each was a number of ‘local Odd 
Fellows, who acted as guides, pointing 
out points of interest along the route 
between Atlanta and Marietta. 

When the party reached Marietta 
they were met by a vast concourse of 
citizens, as well as by the local Odd 
Fellows. Almost half a hundred auto- 
mobiles were waiting to transport the 
party about the town and to other 
points of interest. These were soon 
filled and speeding on their way loaded

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REAL ESTATE TALK 
BY ADAIR 


Something ought to be done for the 
west side. No section -of the city 
Should be absolutely abandoned in a 
way that the west side, or rather the 
northwest quarter of Atlanta, appears 
to be. You can look at a map of.the 
city, and out in that section you will 
see lines drawn representing streets, 
but, alas, such streets do not exist on 
the ground. There are streets out in the 
western side of town which were plot- 
ted and dedicated by owners over 40 
years ago, but even now no vehicle has 
ever traversed them, and all semblance 
of street is washed away in gzuliies or 
ravines, 

In July, 1867, Ben Loyd made a sub- 
division of his property in the north- 
western portion of Atlanta, and dedi- 
cated West North avenue, 60 feet wide. 
but the street is impassable today. 
Only one street leading out in that 
section was ever graded, that is Ken- 
nedy street, which was graded to fur- 
nish a right-of-way for the river line 
cars. This narrow street has to carry 
not only the car traffic, but all the 
traffic that flows out into and from 
Western Heights. The traffic on the 
river line has grown to such propor- 
tions that it was necessary to double- 
track in order to furnish adequate 
service. Kennedy street being too 
harrow even for a single track, the 
river cars will be routed out Simpson 
Street to Ashby, and up Ashby to 
Bellwood avenue. 


Anyone who has at heart the ‘good 
of Atlanta grows melancholy itn look- 
ing at the dreary waste of ravines and 
Sulches out on the west side. Is there 
no obligation upon a prudent and pro- 
gressive municipality to care for this 
abandoned and neglected quarter? 
Shall Atlanta be continually spending 
money on the more attractive portions 
of the city and never do anything for 
the west side? [It ts as if a parent 
Should lavish affection upon his well- 
favored children, and treat with utter 
indifference the hunchback. It is pass- 
ing strange am] beyond comprehension 
that the Gate City of the south. which 
leads Memphis, Louisville and New 
Orle@ns in posta] receipts and tn build- 
ing permits, should have close to its 
center a Vast territory so abandoned 
and neglected. One way to remedy the 
situation is with a club. 


Not a club to hit anyone with, but 
a ward club, composed of voters, in 
the first and fifth wards, who could 
look into the situation and see what 
could be lone. The Secaud and Third 
ward club Is accomplishing big things 
by organization, and a persigtent de- 
mand for public improvements. Not 
only are the actual residents of a ward 
interested in good streets, but every 
coal dealer, every furniture dealer, 
very wholesale or retail grocer—all! of 
whom have to make deliveries in 
every street —these are vitally inter- 
ested. Every insurance man is i#irect- 
ly interested in good streets, as {ft 
means the loss of a dwelling in case 
of fire, unless the fire-fighting appa- 
ratus can arrive quickly. Rut such 
a thing as a fire truck traversing the 
Streets of the west side is inconceiv- 
able. 

We are not personally interested tn 
any west side property to any ex- 
tent: our interests lie mostly in the 
eastern portion of Atlanta. The truth 
is, that the north side and the east 
side will take care of themselves—- 
powerfu] influences are always ready 
to stand for improvements in these 
sections. But isn’t it a shame that 
out in Western Heights a good citi- 
zen who years ago found a level] spot 
enough to anchor a home on, 
live and rear his children to 
maturity and dle in old age without 
even having the street worked in 
front of his house, or city water in 
his premises? 

The excuse is that water pipes can- 
not be put down because the streets 
are so rough: sewers cannot be laid 
because water is not down; the street 
cannot be graded because so few peo- 
ple live on it; and, of course, people 
cannot live on it because the street 
is not graded. Thus, in an endless 
circle of argument, is lost every move- 
ment for public betterment. 

All along Marietta st. are big’ fac- 
tories, crowded with operatives, and 
these citizens would naturally seek 
homes in Western Heights. In fact, 
whenever a level spot could be found 
where lumber could possibly be hauled 
to, someone has built a home. The 
city could make no better investment 
than to take up the work with help 
from the ca@unty, of opening and put- 
ting to grade every street in the west 
side It would cost money, but the 
money would be well spent. There 
are times when the mere matter of 
cost should not deter improvement, 
nothing is so expensive to a munici- 
pality as lack of progress. Atlanta, 
in general, is improving and develop- 
ing with astonishing strides, all of 
which makes more conspicuous the 
lack of progress on the west side. 
~ Just as a department store which 
had a line that was not paying ex- 
penses would investigate, find out the 
trouble, strengthen the weak depart- 
ment and put it on a paying basis— 
so should a progressive municipality 
look into all its different sections and 
strengthen them. Let us not say that 
this portion of Atlanta will never 
amount to anything; let us do some- 
thing for it. Let the satisfied citizens 
in other wards, who roll on rubber 
tires.out smooth pavements to luxu- 
rious homes—let these, from mere civic 
pride, help the weaker wards. There 
are in Atlanta public-spirited citizens 
who will take up and encourage any 
movement that helps Atlanta. They 
build an auditorium, endow a college, 
produce grand opera, patronize a horse 
show, put through a bond issue and 
contemplate a plaza, everything that 
is placed on a basis of civic pride and 
general improvement goes through.

This 
special work of finding out the weak 
spots in the city, those places that for 
some reason or other lack strong rep- 
resentation and have been unable to 
securei mprovements,t hese should be 
looked after by the good citizens who 
have the general welfare at heart. 


It is not sufficient that we widen 
Peachtree periodically, though every- 
one in Atlanta is proud of this beau- 
tiful thoroughfare. The humble homes 
of the poor must be looked after. We 
are all proud when values of Atlanta 
real estate go up, and beautiful parks 
and residential additions are sold off at 
fabulous sums of money. But where 
is the working man going to live?

The reason I have not 
get up the usual sort of advertising 
copy for you during office hours, hut 
have to content myself with just talk- 
ine to vou after supper. is that T am 
toq husv making sales all day long in 
the daytime. 

Tam fnillv aware that this statement 
will strike several different people in 
several different wavs, hardly any two 
people will be gtruck just exactly 
alike. BP: 

One fellow will say, IT am a “hot-air 
artist.” another will say “talk is 
chean,”” another will say IT am not real- 
ty makine sales. but that I am just 
busv trvine to make sales. One man wil] 
sav one thing, another will say some- 
thing else. 

While I will admit it is amazing 
how ecredulous some people are. T must 
sav that itis not only amazing. but also 
amusing, verv amusing, how ineredn- 
lous some other people are about any- 
thine and evervthinge. 

Whatever is bevond their capacity 
and outside of their dailv experience, 
thev find it hard to accept. 

“There are more things in heaven 
and earth than are dreamed of in your 
philosophy. Horatio.” 

Mv individual sales, from my own 
individual] efforts, not counting the 
sales of my several salesmen, for the 
past few days, aggregate nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars. 

How does that statement strike you, 
Mr. Advertising Manager? TI have not 


the time to 


been makimg any capital out of ‘ay| 1 ons making sales. 


have not rushed into print with my 
picture and with big, flaming headlines 
to some editorial or reportorial write- 
up every time I have sold thirty or 
forty thousand dollars’ worth of real 
@estate. 

Nearly every time I go up the ele- 
vator or down the elevator or out on 
the street, I hear grumbling about 
hard times and nothing doing, and 
somebody hoping that now that the 
hot weather of the summer is about 
over and the cool weather of the fall 
is coming on, business will brighten 
up, and that some sales can be made 
in the real estate line. 

In my shop, Mr. Advertising Man- 
ager, it is this wav: If we make more 
sales next week than we have made 
this week, and if business is brighter 
and better this cool fall than it has 
heen all this hot summer, we wili not 
he able to stand our prosperity, but 
will have to rush into print again and 
write you some more letters, to tell 
you all about it. 

Before T made the above statement 
that my own individual sales for the 
past few days amount to nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars, I jotted 
rlown what I could remember of sales 
definitely closed within the past few 
days and did not include several con- 
tracts of sale that fell down and failed 
to materialize, and did not include 
quite a number of good prospects of 
sales which are nearly closed, but 
which could not now be counted.

By the past few days I do not mean 
the past few months. There is not a 
last vear’s'. bird nest in the whole 
bunch. 

About a month ago ft bought out my 
partner, Mr. George P. Howard, and I 
am now the sole owner of the Union 
Realty Company, and every one of the 
sales named above has been made by 
my own unaided efforts, since al] the 
responsibility thus devolved upon my 
shoulders, though having a great many 
other things to do and think about 


I cannot close this epistie, Mr. Ad- 
vertising Manager, without ielling 
you something of what is on my 
heart. I take a great persona) inter- 
est in my clients anc customers, and 
while I never worry over anything, 
still I have a deep anxiety to please 
all those who are depending solely 
on me to find what they want, wheth- 
er 
to sell or, perchance, a suitable piece 
of property to purchase; and then, 
too, so many of my friends wish to 
exchange, not having exactly what 
they want and need for themselves, 
although it is good property and ex- 
tremely suitable for somebody else. 

I do not suppose you can realize, 
Mr. Advertising Manager, how these 
matters engage my thoughts, and 
what a deep personal interest [I take 
in suiting those who are looking to 
me and depending on me. 

That makes a great difference, as 
you must know, if you will but stop 
and think a moment. How could I 
take the same interest in those who 
are jumping about from pillar to 
post and running around to Tom, 
Dick and Harry? 

I am deeply concerned in building 
up a regular line of customers who 
will feel that they can trust me to 
do their trading for them, and who 
can know that will put forth faith- 
ful, personal efforts to find exactly 
what they want, whether it be money 
or property. 

I wish 
you would please let your readers 
know of several cases that I have up- 
permost in my mind and heart rigit 
now, as follows: :

NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
MARKET PAST WEEK 
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OCTOBER COTTON OIL. 
SUSTAINS ITS ACTIVITY 


Advance in Price of That 


Option Feature of 
the Week. 


New York, September 17.—(Special.) 
The local cotton oi} market has re- 
tained its firm position during the 
past week and there appeared to be 
less pressure from realization than 
of late. The continued scarcity of 
September refined oil has kept that 
option steady, but the advance of 
September crude oi] to 63 and the 
refusal of the mills to offer freely 
has strengthened the-.October deliv- 
ery materially. The buying for ship- 
ment next month was heavy through- 
out the week and the sustained ac- 
Afvity at advancing prices was a 
feature to the general situation. 

As previously stated, it is the in- 
tention of the bull leaders to ad- 
vance October, and developments so 
far have all been in favor of higher 
prices. The shortage of oil at pres- 
ent has seriously reduced oil stocks 
in manufacturers’ hands all over the 
country, ang it is believed *that con- 
Sumers will have to buy freely of 
October in order to keep their con- 
tracts. Refiners, therefore, have 
taken the initiative and most of the 
week’s purchases of October have 
emanated from this source. It is 
known that the same refining inter- 
est that was bulling July, August 
and September is now leading the up- 
ward movement in October and. the 
Success which crowned the previous 
operations has given the bul] party 
great confidence in the future course 
of October. 

November has not met with the 
same favor as October, although the 
buying offset the selling to a large 
degree. Conditions surrounding No- 
vember are not clear enough at pres- 
ent to influence heavy buying opera- 
tions and there are two distinct ele- 
ments to the market. The strength 
in October, however, has acted as a 
damper to manipulative tactics of the 
bear element. The other future po- 


—- 


aitions havetcommand& moderate at- 
tentions from investors and consume 
ers, owipg to their relatively low, 
prices. The firm markets for all comi- 
peting fats and greases are .forcing 
the cotton product into more com- 
mercial favor, and leading dealers 
predict an enormous consumption of 
oil during the winter and early 
spring months. It is contended that 
future cotton oil in the neighborhood 
of 7.30 is the cheapest pure vegetable 
oil on the market. 

Export inquiries are fair and 
further sales have been reported for 
both rorth and central Europe. Sopth 
America and Mexico are also factors 
in the foreign buying and aggregate 
sales are showing up well at cur- 
rent prices. Estimates place the 
week's export business at 10,000 bar- 
rels for November-May. Current 
shipments for foreigm account are ex- 
ceedingly light, owing to the resell- 
ing which has lately taken place. The 
week’s movement from this port 
amounted to only 219 barrels. 

Importations of foreign oils show 
a gradual increase. Arrivals of pea- 
nut, palm and soya bean are finding 
ready sources of distribution in_do- 
mestic soapmaking channels. For- 
eign advices indicate that a heavy 
business has been placed in these oils 
for fall and winter shipments. Among 
the late arrivals were 2,400 barrels 
of English cotton oil, most of which 
was consigned to.a large refining 
interest in the south. 

The establishment of a higher crude 
oil market by the milis was a fur- 
ther indication of the underlying 
strength of the general stituation. The 
continuance of high seed prices and 
the lateness of the season are fac- 
tors which have. been reflected in 
crude oi] quotations. Sales of tanks 
in Texas were reported at 62, but in 
other sections 63 was paid for ship- 
ments this month. These prices com- 
pare with a previous 60 market.

It is now a little mere than three 
years since.the scheme:.was inaugu- 
rated with*a great flourish of trum- 
pets. Its most enthusiastic advecates 
declared that it was going to place 
England as a military power on the 
same level) with Germany and other 
continental countries at a great deal 
lower cost, and was going to make un- 
necessary the demand for universal 
service which has been growing stead- 
ily stronger among English military 
men. Before that the. English mili- 
tary organization consisted of the 
small regular army, chiefly used for 
foreign service; the militia, the mem- 
bers of which were regularly enlisted 
and paid and were trained for a couple 
of months each year, but which was 
not liable for foreign service, and the 
volunteers, a collection of amiable 
“play soldiers,” who weren’t liable’ for 
foreign service and wouldn't have been 
much good rin the: case of:an inva- 
sion armed as they were with anti- 
quated weapons and officered by genial 
persons whodse claim to military dis- 
tinction was their ability as trencher- 
men. 

The regular army was not affected 
by the reorganization. The militia 
was replaced by the special reserve, 
the battalions of which were attached 
to the regular units and used as feed- 
ers for them, and the men of which 
were liable for foreign service; and 
the volunteers gave way to the terri- 
torials, a force of men in civil life who 
agreed to submit themselves to mili- 
tary law, undergo a certain amount of 
training every year and spend a cer- 
tain time in camp. 

It was estimated that this force 
should amount to about 400,000 men, 
but at the end of three years the mil- 
itary authorities have been forced to 
admit that the present strength of 
275 000 is the maximum possible. And 
the maneuvers have shown that even 
thts strength is far from being re- 
liable. The men were expected to 
spend two weeks in camp, but in unit 
after unit it has been reported that 
fully half the men left at the end of 
the first week. Many said plainly that 
they were “fed up” with soldiering un- 
der service conditions, and announced 
their intention of leaving the force 
for good at the end of the year. Others 
blamed their employers and there is 

o doubt that a number of employers 
rused to give thelr men more than 
a week’s holiday. Half a regiment 
mutinied in the north of England be- 
cause’ it was asked to march in 
rain, and since the maneuvers ended 
the papers have been full of letters 
from indignant territorials complain- 
ing of the foodq served to them in 
camp. Some of them objected to the 
American canned beef which was 
served out and others complained that 
the steaks furnished were too tough 
One ingenuous amateur soldier made 
bitter complaint while serving under 
“war conditions” weren't as good as 
he was accustomed to get at home. 

But more significant than all these 
petty complaints is the feeling which 
seems to he general among the men 
who are really keen on soldiering that 
they are doing more than their share

SOME BALLOONS 
AND AIRSHIPS 


Daedalus the First Men- 
tion of Human 


Flight. 


(From “Nature and Science” in October 
St. Nicholas.) 

Probably the first mention of human 
flight is the story of the mythical 
Athenian Daedalus, who made himself 
and his son each a pair of wings of 
feathers fastened together with wax. 
By means of these, so runs the fancy, 
they escaped from an island on which 
they were imprisoned by King Minos. 
In the joy incident to the exercise of 
this new power, Icarus, the son, flew 
too high in spite of the advice of his 
father. The heat from the sun melted 
the wax that fastened his wings to- 
gether, and he fell into the sea! 

The germ of fact on which this 
myth is founded is the probability that 
Daedalus used sails, which up to this 
time had never been known. Quite 
naturally he outdistanced the king's 
pursuing galleys, which were equipped 
only with oars. 

During the darkness of the Middle 
Ages common superstitution credited 
everyone at all distinguished in the 
science of physics with the power of 
aerial flight. A vestige of this super- 
stitution remained into the last cen- 
tury, when the so-called witches were 
likewise accredited with the power of 
flight through the air, and are picto- 
rially represented usually as mounted 
On a broom. 

In the early 
century, during 


part of the sixteenth 
the reign of James 
IV. we pass from fancy to fact and 
have real names and dates. Quite nat- 
urally the first attempt at flying was 
by means of wings in imitation of the 
birds. At this time an Italian alchem- 
ist constructed himself a pair of wings 
from various kinds of feathers and at- 
tempted to fly from the walls of Stirl- 
ing castle, in Scotland, to the shores 
of France. Of course this attempt was 
a failure, which he attributed to the 
presence of chicken feathers in the 
fabric of his wings, saying that these 
feathers were attracted to the ground, 
whereas had he used eagle feathers 
exclusively, they having an affinity for 
the air, the flight would heve been 
successful and so he would not have 
fallen and broken his leg! 
Next came the ridiculous idea of 
bringing down a bag full of the thin 
ethereal substance which floats above 
our atmosphere. The difficulty of pro- 
curing any of this substance of course 
prevented its trial. An idea along this 
line, no more practical, but showing an 
advancement in science, was the prop- 
sition, in 1670, by Francis Lana. This 
idea was to construct four large copper 
balls of very thin material, exhaust the 
air from them, and fasten them toe 4 
suitable car.

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originated more than a hundred years 
later, when the Montgolfier brothers, 
noticing how smoke rose upward into 
the air, conceived the idea of filling a 
smoke. The development of 
this idea resulted in the construction 
of the first hot-air balloon in June, 
1783. This consisted of a spherical 
cloth bag about thirty-five feet in 
diameter and inflated over a fire fed 
with bundles of chopped straw. The 
next step was the use of hydrogen gas, 
and the balloon was practically invent- 
ed as used today. The use of this gas 
was the idea of M. Charles, a profes; 
sor of natural philosophy at Paris 
All the features of the modern balloo 

as now 

him, 
and suspending the car from a network 
surrounding the ballon. His first bal- 
loon rose rapidly to a height of about 
three thousand feet. It came down 
shortly andé landed fn a field, where 
the terrifi peasantry tore it to 
shreds, 

The first balloon to carry living 
freight was in September, 1783, when 
Joseph Montgolfier sent up a sheep, a 
duck and a cock, all of which landed 
safely. This balloon was very gaudily 
decorated. The first human being to 
hascend in a balloon was a young 
French naturalist, M. Francois Pilatre 
de Rozier, who used a captive balloon 
for his first attempts. Then, on No- 
vember 21, 1783, he and the Marquls 
d’Arlandes made the first trip in a free 
balloon. This was made in a hot-air 
balloon and fire was kept burning in 
a brazier suspended beneath while up 
in the air. 

Balloon ascensions have always at- 
tracted a great deal of attention. It 
is related that in 1784, when Lunardi, 
who was the aerial hero in England, 
made an ascension, a criminal was on 
trial. He was about to be convicted, 
but, to save the time of further argu- 
ment, he was acquitted in haste, so 
that the court could view the balloon. 
The king was also in discussion with 
his ministers. On hearing that the 
balloon was passing, he adjourned the 
meeting, remarking that they might 
resume their deliberation but might 
never see Lunardi again. Most of us 
lately saw in one of the circuses a 
woman sitting on a horse which was 
standing on a platform suspended from 
an imitation balloon, which was then 
drawn to the top of the tent. This 
act, thrilling as it was, can scarcely 
compare with the original, in which a 
Mr. Green made a real ascension 
astride his ny in this manner. 

The limitations of the gas-bag type 
of airship have caused numerous ex- 
periments with the sailing or gliding 
type of fiying machine. At first these 
were sailed like a kite, with the string 
fastened to an autyumobile, which was 
speeded away. The sailing deVice 
rose into the air or not, according to 
the success of the designer. When the 
fact was ascertained that these ma- 
chines would ascend and carry a man, 
the towing automobile was abandoned 
and the machine itself was equipped 
with a high-powered gasoline engine 
to run a propeller. This line of ex- 
perimenting resulted in the modern 
ee with which we are all fa- 
miliar.

Belle Beach on Women Riders.

The last letter is full of 
hints to riders and is herewith repro- 
duced in part: 


For driving I prefer the square, al- 
most level, driving cushion to. the

the right foot first. Sit down immedi- 
ately and transfer the reins to the left 
hand, the near rein over the first fin- 
ger and the off rein between the sec- 
ond and third fingers. This method 
places two fingers between the reins 
and gives more scope for the play of 
the wrist on the horse’s mouth. The 
thumb should be held over the first 
finger, pressing on the near rein, if 
necessary, and the first finger, though 
slightly crooked, should not be cramp- 
ei. If the finger point to the right 
rear, the hand will be in about the 
correct position. The reins should boa 
held well down in the fingers, as close 
to the knuckles as possible; this in- 


sures a firm grip, besides making it |

In whipping a horse the 
reins should be held, firmly in the 
left hand and the right hand left free 
for punishment; but the action should 
be as nearly instantaneous as possi- 
ble and the hand back in its assisting 
position immediately afterward. 

The assisting position is the right 
hand placed on the right rein slightly 
in front of the left hand—I mean, the 
entire hand placed on top of the rein— 
which brings it up through the palm 
amid out between the first finger and 
thumb, where it is crossed by the whip. 
If you attempt to strike the horse with 
the off rein still in the right hand 
you will immediately let the off rein 
s eck, which will enable him to turn 
to the left.

Entries Are Now Open For the Run Which Starts Monday, October 17, 
) 1910, and Will Cever 950 Miles 


SEND IN YOUR ENTRIES THIS WEEK SO THAT YOUR FRIENDS OVER: THE STATE MAY KNOW YOU ARE COMING 


Entries for the great Round-the-State Tour, opened Thursday, and sixteen were received the first day—probably the largest number ever made on the first day for any tour in the world. 

Experienced motor tourists predict that there will be upwards of 200 entries before the lists close on October 15th. 

The officials of the tour have personal knowledge of scores who intend to go, but who have not sent in their entries. In all events of this kind, it is human nature to postpone sending 
the entry until the last day or two. But it will help the committee in arranging the details for the trip if those who intend to go will let it be known as early as possible. Do it now. 

The tour is going to be a success, and a most enjoyable event for all who participate. Many a man is going to take his family and give them an outing which will always remain one of 
the most delightful memories. City after city is planning to make the visit of the motorists a pleasant occasion. 

There has never been a long tour like this one. All the other long tours have been endurance runs, contests between manufacturers. 

The Round-Georgia Tour will be a trip for the private owners. The rules are extremely simple and free from technicalities. As nearly as possible, they are framed to appeal to the 
man who wants to take his family or friends on an outing, travel leisurely from place to place, see Georgia, meet the people in the different sections and have a good time. There are hardly 
any more restrictions in the conditions than there are when the car owner jumps in any afternoon and goes out Peachtree road, or out to Thunderbolt, or the Log Cabin Club, or from Augusta 
to Waynesboro on a pleasure drive., As a matter of fact, it is not a competitive run in any sense. Road racing will be discouraged. | 

It is to be strictly a gentleman’s pleasure tour—the purpose being to see Georgia and to encourage the campaign for better roads. The tour will be a liberal education on the resources 
and-possibilities of the state. | | : 

Everybody who enters ought easily to cover the circuit of about 950 miles, and make the daily runs without straining or punishing cars. It is especially desired that the tourists shall 
have ample opportunity to see everything and enjoy every minute of the trip, instead of having to rush from point to point at the risk of breaking down and ruining autos. 

The average day’s run will be about 105 miles. Where the runs are longer, a large part of the mileage is excellent road, in such condition that even the smallest ‘cars can average twenty 
miles an hour if they wish. In going from Augusta to Savannah, for instance, the road from Augusta, through Waynesboro and Millen to Scarborough, is so fine that the cars can make any 
speed within their range. From Savannah to old Midway church, in Liberty county, the road is excellent. It is good from Augusta, through Washington, Lexington and Athens into Atlan- 
ta, and on down by Macon, Albany and Bainbridge to Thomasville, Quitman and Valdosta. | 

A new route has been selected between Valdosta and Waycross, and from there to Savannah. The original route explored by Mr. Weldon and Mr. Connerat by Homerville, ran through 
a flat country which is often next to impassable on account of water. Since that first trip, Mr. Weldon has explored that region carefully, and has located a route along a ridge country 
which is a natural water shed. There are only two practicable crossings on the Altamaha for a long distance above its mouth. One of these is at Darien, and the other is at Bell’s ferry, due 
north of Baxley, in Appling county. The route, as first laid out, was to go by Brunswick and Darien; but the possible danger of high streams between Waycross and Brunswick, with stretches 
of heavy sand on that route, in Glynn and McIntosh counties, have caused a reluctant change. : 

Any owner in Georgia, or any other state, may enter; starting from any point on the Highway he chooses. Scores of prosperous farmers, scattered over Georgia, as well as town folks, 
have stated their purpose to make this tour. Practically every town on the route will have from one to twenty entries. Owners in Dublin, Hawkinsville, Tifton, Rome, Columbus, Buena 
Vista, Marietta, Milledgeville, and many other towns, have said they intend to make the circuit in order to see the state. 

The towns on the route are eagerly looking forward to the coming of the visitors. 

South Georgia is determined to give the tourists an interesting visit, and to misquote ‘‘The Lady of the Lake,’’ they will show 

, ‘That lowland halls are open still, 
To wildering wanderers of the hill.”’ 

The tour starts on Monday, October 17, and that season is the most delightful of the fall, if not of all the year. There’s something kind 0’ appetizing in the atmosphere, when the heat of summer’s over and the cooling 
fall is here. The foliage is turning to crimson and russet, the fields are still white with snowy staple, and stacks of hay and shocks of corn tell of prosperity in the land. The gum-spangled trunks‘of the pines, the grinding 
of the cane mills and the wide areas of unterraced fields in south Georgia mark a land which is attracting the attention of the world today. Probably few realize how widespread is the interest now being taken in middle and 
south Georgia; but it“is a fact that the home-seekers are coming. in there every day from the north, west, southwest and even from remote Canada, while the mills of Europe and New England, as always, are wondering at 
the amazing yields of both long and short cotton. The automobile tire trade is almost as dependent on south Georgia for its Sea Island cotton for the tire fabric, as it is on.the rubber plantations of South America and Africa. 
The manufacturers of automobile tires take 25,000 bales of Sea Island cotton, or one-fourth of the entire crop. One firm used 2,000 bales of Sea Island, 400 bales of upland and 600 bales of Egyptian last year, and there are 


twenty concerns making tires. : 
The route circles Stone Mountain on the north, and almost touches the Florida line on the south. It extends from the ocean on the east, nearly to the Alabama line on the west. It shows about every variety of soil 


and geological formation in the state. cota s egg gt ' ; ; 
Every car starts. the same day, and moves in the same direction. The first night they will be formed into groups, and after that, will travel over the course in divisions. There will be no incentive to rush, and, there- 


fore, no occasion for one car to take another’s dust. There will be plenty of time for cars to keep far apart, if they wish, and still get into the night controls with a perfect score. 
| : So many requests have been received that the Tour shall go by way of Macon, Albany, Bainbridge, Thomasville, Quitman, Waycross, Savannah, Augusta and Atlanta, that 
will be mapped out-that way. This will put the South Georgians in North Georgia and the North Georgians in South Georgia on Sunday, October 23, which will be a rest day.

President Asa G. Candler, Jr., of the Atlanta Automobile Association, has equipped his Lozier car with two Warner autometers especially to get the mileage accurately recorded. | 
There will’be extra time allowances on the Tour for lunch and for stops at all towns and at interesting points all along the way, as at Thomasville, Midway, Cairo, Jasper Spring and Thunderbolt. There will be check- 


ing stations at certain towns onthe route where fairs are being held, and it is probable that the fairs will extend the courtesy of admission to the tourists. 
There will be a midday checking station at the courthouse at Camilla. Failure to get the checker’s signature there will disqualify the car. 
If a car has eight hours in which to make a day’s run, the start may be made at any time during the forenoon. The only thing is to get t 


he checker to sign the entrant’s card, stating the hour of leaving. When the 


night control is reached, the checker there will sign the same card. The entrant will sign the checker’s card or book. A car may check in at the night control as soon as it arrives, and then may go anywhere; but it must be 


back the next morning to check out.

To illustrate: The distance between Augusta and Savannah is 137 miles. All 
ears costing $1,601, or over, will be allowed 8 hours and 30 minutes to cover that 
run; cars costing from $801 to $1,600 will be allowed 9 hours and 45 minutes, and 
ears costing under $801 will be allowed 11 hours and 25 minutes. 

This particular run has been made by high-powered ears in five hours and 
a half, and by ‘‘baby’’ cars in about six hours, but, as stated in the announce- 
ment, this tour is not to be a speed cantest. 

Entrants may run 25 miles an hour, if they wish, or at any safe and reasona- 
ble speed within the limits of the state, county and municipal laws, but if their 
average speed for the day falls below the time allowance, they will be penalized 
one point for every minute late at the night control. 

The referee, or his legal representative, may, if the necessities of the weather 
conditions or of the road demand, vary the speed schedules, announcement of the 
ehange being made by the starter previous to the start of the day’s run to 
which the change shall apply, or during a day’s run at any checking station where 


the change is made, due notice being given to all contestants, who shal! acknowl- 
edge receipt of such notice by signing the checker’s card. No local referee may, 
however, authorize such variation without wire consent of the state central ref- 
eree. 

CAR EQUIPMENT. , 


_ Competing cars may carry-any extra equipment the entrants desire. There 
wil] be no restrictions as to the tools, tires, spare wheels or anything else. 


DEIVERS. 

Drivers may be changed as often as desired, but report of same is required to 
be made to the referee, and the regular and substitute drivers shall be named in the 
entry blank. 

In case of illness, emergency drivers may be used. 


OFFICIAL HEADQUARTEBS. 

An official bulletin board will be displayed at a known headquarters each 
night, giving such additiona] information as may be required. Failure on the part 
of drivers, observers or entrants to consult the official bulletin board displayed 
at headquarters shal] be at their risk. 

Cars entering from towns on the route are expected to start from their home 
towns. 

Cars entering from towns not on the route may start from any point on the high- 
way they elect, and must end their tour at the town at which they start. 

All cars must start on Monday, October 17, provided that where there is but one 
ear to start from a town on the route, it may, if the entrant so desires, wait until 
Tuesday and join any group passing that day. 

Cars may start each morning, at any hour before noon, but they must be 
checked out and receive certificate accordingly. Likewise, upon arrival at the 
night control, they must be checked in and receive certificate accordingly. 

Cars may start as soon as the checker signs their cards. 

OFFICIAL NUMBEBS. 

Each car will have its official number prominently displayed on each side of 
the hood, and, if the owner desires, with name of town from which it enters; 
similar display should be made on the rear of the body. 

The name of the car in letters 4 inches high may appear upon the sides and 
upon the front and rear. 

ENTRIES. 

Entries will be numbered in the order of their receipt.

PROTESTS AND DISQUALIFICATIONS. 

A written protest may be filed with the referee by any participant in the 
tour, but must be accompanied by the sum of $25. If the protest is not sus- 
tained, this sum will be forfeited, but if the protest is sustained, the protest 
fee will be returned to the person making such deposit. No protest not con- 
forming to the above requirements wil] be considered. Each protest will be 
acted upon at the earliest practicable moment. 

(a) Any protests as to unfair rulings, foul driving, routes, etc., shall be 
made within twelve (12) hours after the occurrence.

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TENNESSEE AND GEORGIA! 


Since the people of Tennessee have “taken the political bit in 


the repudiation of Pattersonism in that state to point a moral and 
adorn a tale, so far as their respective constituencies are concerned. 

Without discussing the good taste or the good policy—at this 
time—of the argument that has been advanced to make it appear 


. . . 
| that the losers in the recent Georgia primary are in the same cate- 


gory as the discredited Pattersonians of Tennessee, and thatthe win- 
ners are haloed with the glory of the Tennessee insurgent combina- 
tion, it may not be amiss, now that this parallel has been drawn, 
to take a look into the situation and see just to what extent it is 
justified. 

From the parallel so drawn it would be a pity for Georgia to reach 
an erroneous conclusion as to the situation in this state, and solely 
with the view of steadying things for the future—and without in the 
slightest degree intending that anything here said shall be construed 
as in anywise prejudicing the loyalty due by all who participated 
in the primary to the result of the vote, we may in a friendly spirit 
of warning say a few things that might be of future service. 

The downfall of Patterson and the ruling tendency toward party 
rebellion and independentism in Tennessee were provoked by two, 
and only two, things: 

1. Patterson’s brow-beating policy of usurping the various func- 
tions of government, threatening even the judiciary and endeavoring 
to run departments of the state with which he had no official con- 
nection. . | 

2. Patterson’s employment of steam-roller methods of suppres 
sion, which cut off the rights of the minority, deprived it of a voice, 
and enthroned in impregnable power an oligarchy of politicians that 
lived, moved and had their being in the discredited and intolerable 
maneuverings of “machine” politics. 


Now then-«what has Georgia to learn in the lessons of warning | 


and avoidance from the present tribulations of Tennessee? 

The discouragement of a recurrence of conditions: that have re- 
cently been enacted in Georgia and that to a marked degree parallel 
the conditions that gave rise to the undoing of Patterson in Tennes- 
see | , : 
The recent session of the Georgia democratic convention is mem- 
orable as the first democratic convention in the history of the state 
where the minority was not only completely suppressed, but where 
its representatives were hooted down, when they attempted to get a 
hearing. 

Out of a total vote of nearly 200,000 there was only the com- 
paratively slim margin of approximately 4,000 votes between the two 
candidates in the recent gubernatorial contest. 

Yet so remorselessly were steam-roller methods applied in the 
nominating convention that the representatives of the man who re- 
ceived the votes of more than 90,000 Georgians were not even per- 
mitted to formally present his name to the convention. 

By a hard tax upon charity or imagination, this specimen of 
political tyranny might be explained away as the result of the occa- 
sional intolerance of the successful majority. 

That excuse does not go in this case. Later developments estab- 
lished unchallengeably that the suppression practiced upon the mi- 
nority in the convention was simply part of a fixed policy of suppres- 
sion to be applied all along the line. 

Since democracy has been organized in Georgia it has been the 
just and invariable.custom for the eesti, ae districts to choose 
their representatives on the state committee—the delegates to the 
state convention assembling by districts and naming their members 
on the state committee. 

This custom, wrought into the fabric of democratic institutions 
in Georgia by the usage of decades, WAS CAST TO THE WINDS 
AT THE RECENT CONVENTION. The victorious majority— 
victorious by grace of only about 4,000 votes—denied the minority 


representation on the committee, and where two districts, whose 


county delegations differed with the majority sentiment of the con- 
vention, named their representatives on the state committee, follow- 
ing the usual custom, the unyielding majority swept aside their ac- 
tion and substituted others of their own selection. 

Cannonism in its palmiest day never did a more complete job. 

And today the greatest hope of democratic success this fall, and 
two years hence, is in its attack on the very principle that has been 
enthroned in the absolute suppression of the minority in Georgia. 

That may or may not have been the intention of the minds that 
tramed the program at the Georgia democratic convention. We hope 
it was not. 

_ But The Constitution is unwilling that Georgia should, by de- 
sign or inadvertently, drift into a condition paralleling Pattersonism 
or Cannonism, without clear warning and a candid protest. 

Patterson, the Tennessee prototype of Cannonism, tyrannized 
by the convenient ruling that the minority didn’t exist, or that if it 
did it merited no consideration. 

He went further in his gradual encroachments. He undertook 
to dominate state departments, state commissions, various functions 
of government that, theoretically at least, should have been relig- 
iously divorced from the executive purview. 


With his iron hand still controlling the party machinery, he’ 
He strove to browbeat and dictate to- 


dared yet greater lengths. 
the highest judicial power in the state. 

Then the storm broke! 

When remonstrance, criticism, complaint, protest had become 
futile, the people revolted. They abandoned the political loyalty 


ot a lifetime in order to regain their own government. 


And if necessary to protect themselves in Georgia they would 
do here just what was done in Tennessee! The difference in Geor- 
yia and Tennessee is that having submitted our differences to a 
state-wide primary all are bound by the result—hence no revolt on 
the part of the minority is possible now. 

But it is as well, in a frank and friendly spirit, talking to Geor- 
gians without regard to majority or minority, to have the menace 
of recent innovations understood and to point the danger-line upon 
which democracy in Georgia has been wavering. 

We have heard much in previous campaigns about “machine” 
politics and politicians in Georgia. 
state has the sinister tyranny of “machine politics” shown a more 
perfect exemplification than in the incidents leading up to, con- 
trolling and following the latest state democratic convention. 

The essential difference between Pattersonism in Georgia and 
Tennessee is that in Tennessee the people waked to their peril 
before the primary. They stayed out of it, let the machine steam 
roller operate its own convention—and then they got busy. 

Events cannot follow a similar course in Georgia, for the rea- 
son that the primary and convention are now history, and it is 
the sacred and inescapable duty of every man who participated in 
the primary to abide the result. So there will be no disregarding 
of the primary in Georgia. 

But this needs to’be said to all Georgians and in behalf of 
all’ Georgians— : 

The democratic party in the present and the past, if it has 
meant anything at all, has meant unrelenting antagonism to prac- 
tices and principles that smell of the brand of political depotism 
known as CANNONISM. 

In a national revolt against Cannonism, the nation now bids 
fair to place its destinies in the hands of the democracy. 

Democratic Georgia would make a sorry spectacle before the 
nation at this time, if the recent enactment of Cannonism here were 
considered typical of .the state. 

That is the lesson of Tennessee to Georgia, and we believe 
its terms are sd obvious as to remove all hazard of the repetition

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THE PRESIDENT AS A HUMORIST. 


"Several mighty funny and paradoxical situations have risen out 
of the tribulations of President Taft, but certainly none more humor- 
ous than that created by the grim cheerfulness with which he now 
bids the victorious insurgents step up to the pie-counter. 

That is the substance of a statement made recently upon his 
authority, to the effect that henceforth insurgents and regulars would 
fare alike at the banquet board of federal patronage. 

He artfully explains, to his own satisfaction, at east, why he 
withheld patronage from La Follette, Bristow, et al., during,the 
latest session of congress, and then proceeds to intimate that the 
loaves and fishes are going to be distributed henceforth forever with 
beautiful impartiality. 

In other words, the road-roller which he brought out and trained 
to run over the insurgents has, strangely, turned about-face and

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A STATE WITH A GOOD ROADS APPETITE. 


Georgia is hungry for good roads. 

The lightning swiftness with which every part of Georgia has 
responded to the opening of the entry list in the “Round Georgia 
Good Roads Automobile Tour gives dramatic testimony to that 
effect. 

It is to be expected that: by October 15, when entries close, 
there will be such an array of cars of every size and style and make 
as has never been brought into one good roads contest in the his- 
tory of such affairs in America. 

The eager response of the owners of cars is one indication of 
the good roads enthusiasm in Georgia. 

A still better one is the thrill of preparation that has traveled 
around the g50-mile circuit of the tour with the detailed announce- 
ment of last Sunday. 

The selection of the route had been reached, in the first in- 
stance, after a six months’ study of the highways offered by coun- 
ties on the right-of-way girdling Georgia. 

The course of the tour had been picked with reference to 
superior roads already in existence, as well as indications of a 
tendency On part of respective counties to better their thorough- 
fares. 

The simple publicity given by The Constitution and its con- 
temporaries associated with it in the tour has had the effect of 
accelerating the work of improvement in these various counties.

Police of 3 Countries Are 
Searching for Lost Child. 


Young Count of Highest Rank 
Marties Shopkeeper’s Daugh- 
ter---Other News of Inter.

Vienna, September 17.—(Special.)— 
The conflict between Spain and the 
Vatioan is being followéd closely in 
Vienna. While Austria is now the 
most Catholic country in Evrope, there 
have recentiy risen many irritating 
questions of church peolicy which may 
develop a situation which would place 
this country in pretty much the same 
attitude as Spain toward the vatican. 
Churchmen and government officiais 
here are hopeful that Cardinal Ram- 
polla soon will succeed Cardinal Merry 
del Val as papal secretary of state 
It is believed that Rampolla, who is a 
keen diplomat, could speedily 
straighten out all the tangles, but 
Srave doubt is felt as to Del Val’s 
ability to do it. 

Searching for Child. 

The police of three countries, Bava- 
ria, Austria and Hungary, are engaged 
in trying to trace a baby lost in 
curious c.rcumstances. Two years ago 
a man appeared at a Munich police 
Station with the infant, a boy, who, 
he said, had been left in his charge 
by a woman who has not returned 
to reclaim the child. The man then 
disappeared, leaving a false name and 
address. It was afterWafds d scov- 
ered that he was a Hungarian and the 
father of the child. Negotiations were 
then opened with Hungary with a view 
to the baby’s expulsion as an “unde- 
sirable alien.” The offer of a wealthy 
Munich manufacturer to adopt the 
child, though strongly supported by 
the Hungarian police officials, was 
sternly rejected. The negotiations oc- 
cupied two years. Then the child's 
expulsion was at length determined 
upon, and the infant Was sent to the 
frontier An Austrian gendarme next 
conveyed the child to Hungary. There, 
however, says The Mail, a Hungarian 
policeman mysteriously lost him.

ing, an American raHroad engineer, 
who left Honduras about three weeks 
ago (before the latest reported insur- 
rection). Mr. Downing, who for the 
larger part of the last eleven years 
has served as engineer on the Hondu- 
ras railroad, left that country after 
a series of thrilling expériences—and 
that he got away at all is due to his 
own nerve and the help of fellow 
Americans. 

He was suspected of being in sym- 
palthy with the revolution of Manuel 
Bonilla, which came to grief before be- 
ing fairly launched. Downing says he 
and another American, Captain F. E. 
Miller, were living near the govern- 
ment barracks at LaGuna. The night 


i that General Marin started his end of 


the revolution prematurely, Downing 
and Miller started to Marin's head- 
quarters to see what was going on, 
but government troops got after them 
and he heard the officer command his 
soldiers to “Kill the d—- Americans!” 
Th+ got back to Miller's house and 


raised the American flag, but sqon 
realizing that it afforded poor protec- 
tion, attempted flight. ; 
Honduras soldiers followed and fired 
on them, but they finally succeeded in 
entering the house of a Mr. Van Blar- 
cum by a rear door, the front being 
guarded by a sentry. Here they were 
kept prisoners for sixteen days, the 
house surrounded by troops demanding 
their surrender, before the American 
vice consul procured bond for them. 
Later, in their absence, they were 
tried by a court-martial and convicted 
of being revolutionists, and but for 
the firmness of Mr. Van Blarcum re- 
fusing to give them up, would probably 
have been executed. Finally, as- 
certaining the sailing time of the 
steamship Hiram, and having secured 


passage, they stole a switch engine 
they saw standing near their refuge 
and rode it to the port at the other 
end of town, where they got aboard, 
Miller going to British Honduras, 
while Downing came to New Orleans, 
en route to his home at Salem, Ore.

Cairo, 1910—I have just had an audience 
with his royal highness, the Khedive 
of Egypt. 
by the diplomatic agent of the United 
States, and it took some time to bring 
it about. The khedive {s the Moham- 
medan ruler of these ten million Egyp- 
tians, and the many tribes of the 
Sudan bow to him as their chief. Al- 
though the country is really ruled by 
the English the khedive holds the 
place of king in the minds of the peo- 
ple. He lives in great ‘state and ap- 
preciates the dignity of his positio.. 
It was only through letters of intro- 
duction which 


ence. My appointment came from the 
grand master of ceremonies of 

Abdine palace. 
khedive was written in French, and it 
informed me that his royal highness 
would receive me Tuesday afternoon. 

When I arrived at the palace 
found a regiment of soldiers drillin 
in front of it and a company of flerc 
looking Arabs on guard 4s I entered. 
I first came into a hall 
dark-faced guards in full uniforms 
stood, and I passed between these to 
the foot of the grand staircase, wher 
one of the cabinet ministers met me. 
With him I walked up to the secont 
floor of the palace, and was taken 
into a great parlor, where I wa.ted 
until the exact moment for my inter- 
view came. 

Tewfik Pasha’s Throne Room. 

As I looked about this room I recog- 
nized it ag the audience chamber in 
which the father of this khedive, Tew- 
fik Pasha, had received me when he 
was ruler of the country now more 
than twenty-one years ago. At that 
time I had a most remarkable inter- 
view with him, and as I looked about 
me the man and his words came to 
my mind. The room is the same as it 
was then, all of the furniture being 
HBuropean notwithstanding Egypt is a 
land of the Orient. The sofas and 
chairs are of carved woodwork painted 
white and plated with gold. 
upholstered 
decorated with flowers and the carpet 
of European make is woven in one 
piece. At one end of the room is a 
great brocaded sofa, as wide as a 
Turkish divan. It was upon that sofa 
that his highness, Tewfik, sat as he 
chatteqd with me about himself and 
his country. Te spoke English well, 
and talked freely about the then condi- 
tion of Egypt and its future. He was 
not averse to speaking of religion and 
his Mohammedan subjects, and he 
spoke a little concerning himself. 

Tewflk Versus Abbas. 

Since then great changes have taken 
place in Egypt. The present khedive’s 
father was always afraid of assassina- 
tion and when he suddenly died it was 
supposed that he was carried off by 
poison. I asked him how he liked the 
life of a khedive. He replied: 

“I don't like it. I am told that many 
people envy me and think that my lot 
must be a pleasant one. They do! t¢t 
understand the troubles that st » 
round me. I have seen many a tir 
when I should have been glad to ha’ % 
laid down all the honors I have f 
rest and peace.

His Dally Life. 

During our talk I asked the khedive 
as to his daily life. He replied that 
he had all he could do from daylight 
to dark, but that he believed in hard 
work and thrived upon it. In addi- 
tion to his official duties, which are 
many, he has the management of his 
own estates and various enterprises. 
He said that many of his days from 
9 o'clock in the morning until 6 
o'clock at night were taken up at the 
palace. 

From other sources I learned that 
the khedive is almost as strenuous 
as Theodore Roosevelt. He rises at 
5 o’clock in the morning, and, after 
dressing and attending prayers at a 
mosque, he takes a long drive in a 
carriage or motor car through one of 
his farms. Sometimes he goes on pa- 
rade and attends a review of troops. 
He is usually back for breakfast at 
7:30, or rather for his cup of coffee, 
for he takes little else. After this he 
licoks over his official papers until noon 
when he has lunch, or breakfast, as it 
is called here. After breakfast he 
chats with his visitors and gives re- 
ceptions of one kind or another, and 
then reads or works away until sun- 
set, when he again goes to his farms. 
At 7 or 8 o’clock he is back in the 
palace for dinner, and his evenings 
are spent with his family. 

The khedive is a sportsman. rie 
rides well and shoots straight, and, 
like our own strenuoug ex-president, 
can wear Out almost any man of his 
suite. 

The Palaces of the Khedive. 

The khedive has a half dozen pal- 
aces. The Abdine Palace, where I was 
received, is his chief official residencs. 
It is a straggling pink and white 


building with a grand staircase, enor- 
mous rooms and gorgeous furniture. 
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He says that draining is quite as im- 
portant for Egypt as irrigation, and 
that there are vast territories here 
which proper drainage might bring 
into use. This is so of some lakes 
near Alexandria. There is just as 
much danger from an oversupply as 
from an undersupply of the Nile wa- 
ters. The floods contain a_i certain 
amount of galts of one kind or another, 
which are injurious to the crops if 
the water lies too long upon the land, 
and this has to be removed. 

During my talk with his highness I 
asKed him as to his farming and 
whether he really gave it his personal 
attention. He replied that he did so, 
and that he was in telephone connec- 
tion with each of his estates and re- 
ceived daily reports from all of them. 

He talked of the fertilization of the 
Nile valley. The khedive said that the 
land was exceedingly rich, but that it 
could be improved by adding phos- 
phates and othe artificial manures. He 
told he that farming was 
proving throughout Egypt, and 
the agricultural department is teach- 


and of intensive cultivation. 


souan. He answered that it 
double the quantity of water that Is 
now being held back and that it will 
add millions of acres 
Egypt. He says that the government 
has other schemes under ay which 
will materially increase the farming 
possibilities of his country. 
The Khedive’s Big Farms. 

During his conversation his highness 
spoke at length as to some of his 
farms, suggesting that I might find it 
interesting to visit them. He has re- 
deemed over 2,000 acres not far from 
Cairo. The land was poor and swampy 
and some of it was desert. His high- 
ness drainedeand irrigated it and it 
now brings in an enormous revenue. 

He has another big farm near Alex- 
andria and another at Koubbeh. The 


latter estate is a model plantation of

It is lighted with electric lights and 
carpeted with rugs mostly from Eu- 
rope. The furniture is European. 
The khedive's bedroom has a mar- 
ble bathroom attached, with special! 
arrangements for shower and douche, 
but there is no Turkish bath, as in 
the homes of most Oriental rulera, 
His study looks like a workroom. it 
has a big library table in the center, 
and his highness has a telephone al- 
ways at hand. The ballroom of this 
palace is large, and it is especially gay 
every winter on tht occasion of the 
khedive’s annual ball, to which 1,500 
guests are invited. Connected wita 
this room high up its a lattice-work, 
through which the velled ladies of the 
royal harem can peep down and watch 
the dancers while they listen to the 


strains of the band. 

Another official palace is that of 
Rasel-Teen, at Alexandria. This lies 
right on the harbor, with a beautiful 
outlook over the Mediterranean. His 
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country $500,000 a year. He has sin- 
gle estates which will, I venture, ap- 
proximate a million dollars each in 
actual value, and stocks and bonds in 
many of the best institutions of Egypt. 
He owns apartment houses in Cairo, 
cotton plantations in the delta and 
much land which would sell at auc- 
tion for from $500 to $1,000 per acre. 

His highness has good business judg- 
ment, and everything he touches seems 
to turn into money. His subjects oft- 
en criticise the simplicity of his liv- 
ing, and say it would be betterefor the 
country if he spent, as his old grand- 
father Ismail did, tens of thousands uf 
dollars a month on entertainments of 
one kind or other. 

The Khedive’s Family. 

The khedive was married years ago 
and has five children, all by thar wife. 
According to the Koran, he has the 
right to four wives and any number of 
concubines; and a story is current that 
he has increased his harem within the 
past few months. It is not polite to 
ask a Mohammedan as to the ladies of 
his family, and practically nothing is 
known of what goes on In the royal 
harem. The khedive's children consist 
of four girls and a boy, th® latter be- 
ing the heir to the throne. In addition 
to these he has a brother, the Prince 
Mohammed Ali; two uncles and an 
aunt, all of whom are prominent fea- 
tures of this city of Cairo.

Emily Hendree Park, the daughter of Dr. George R. Hendree, 
of Richmond, Va., and Cornelia Paine, of Watkinsville, Ga., was 
born at Cussetta, Ala., on March 31, 1848, and died in Atlanta, Ga., 
September 9, I9gIO0. 

Her childhood and youth were passed in Tuskegee, Ala., where, 
at the Methodist college, she received her early education. 

In 1870 Emily Hendree was married to Mr. Baylor Stewart in 
Huntsville, Ala. In 1883, as a widow at the age of 35, she began the 
educational work, which was always her vocation, as president of 
the Washington Seminary in Atlanta. In 1890, she gave up this 
school and spent a year in travel and study abroad. Upon her re- 
turn she was married to Captain Robert Emory Park, of Macon, 

During the 10 years in which Macon was her home, she became 
not only broadly popular, but was, to a remarkable degree, the cen- 
ter from which radiated throughout that entire community power- 
iul and positive forces for “whatsoever things were lovely and of 
good report.” No woman probably ever left Macon whose going 
was held at such a general loss. 

In 1900 the election of Captain Park to the office of state 
treasurer changed their residence to Atlanta, where Mrs. Park found 
waiting for her the place which former residence, family ties and a 
broad social connection had kept open for her during the years of her 
absence. 

From the day of her return to Atlanta she became increasingly 
a power in the social, philanthropic, patriotic and religious life of 
this city. ! 


Her talents of leadership were eagerly sought, and her generous 


enthusiasm for all constructive effort toward social betterment in- 
duced her to give freely of time, strength and ability in many lines

During Mrs. Park’s life in Macon she 
organized as an outlet for literary tal- 
ent so plentiful about her, “The Cur- | 
rent Topics Club,” gave it a name, an 
enblematic flower and a motto, and | 
directed its programs and its federa- 
tion work. 

Mrs. Park organized and set going 
the Free Kindergarten Association of 
Macon, which its factory districts 
needed and soon felt the benefits of. 

Active in literary, historical and 
charitable endeavor, she was quick 
to see that the work of the Ladies’ 
Memorial Association of Macon being 
near completion, it would soon disin- 
tegrate. Realizing that southern mem- 
ories and southern principles must be 
taught the young, and must be kept 
before a busy people; also that this 
could only be accomplished through 
live organized effort, Mrs. Park skill- 
fully welded together the old and the 
new, uniting the women who lived 
through the stress of war with those 
who could and would revere the mem- 
Ories handed down, and crowning this 
splendid organization with the name 
of Macon’'s soldier-poet, Sidney Lanier. 

A few years ago Mrs. Park moved 
from Macon to Atlanta, leaving the 
results of her wonderful powers for 
working and securing the best en- 
deavors from others, to establish her 
in the hearts of our people for all 
time. Her powerful personality and 
re activities secured beneficial 
legislation along many and varied 
lines. Her splendid intellect and great 
heart opened doors of enlighenment 
and educational opportunity to innu- 
merable young women. In all her 
work, whether before an organization 
or along private lines of endeavor, she 
evinced a spirit so broad and fair, so 
strong and yet so sweet, that those 
who differed in opinion felt her power 
and often adopted her views, knowing 
her to be a safe and wise leader. Her 
devotion to all pertaining to the Con- 
federacy of Southern States, and her 
intelligent appreciation of the need of 
true historical records thereof, mark- 
ed her for the position she-held for 
many years under the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy of this state 
as chairman of the Georgia room at 
the Richmond Museum. Annually she 
reminded the Georgia division of the 
importance of contributing to this 
room all local records as well as any 
article with interesting historical as- 
sociation. She a means for 
keeping up this room d providing a 
caretaker. Out of the gloom of her 
heavy sorrow over the death of Cap- 
tain Park, she strove to use her shat- 
tered life to the good of -1l. Her 
report sent to the last United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy convéntion 
was exact and informing, the business 
items followed by these words: 

“Let not Georgia lag behind in the 
work of preserving our glorious his- 
tory. Let each chapter respond lov- 
ingly and liberally to the appeal for an 
endowment fund and put the support 
of our sacred Treasure House of the 
Confederacy upon a permanent basis.” 

Grief for her going weighs heavy 
on our hearts. Fraught with bless- 
ings from men and women, old and 
young, from the rich and powerful, 
as well as from the lowest servant of 
her house, may this page of praise 
and love rise to her and may she see 
the fruit of her endeavors in the lives 
of those who have known her as well

of endeavor. A widely hospitable and well-ordered home, most 
characteristic of her own personality, gave untold pleasure to her 
and to the many who shared it with her, and extended widely her 
gracious influence. : 

. There were, perhaps, never, any two people who enjoyed more 
genuinely the presence in their home of their friends than did Cap- 
tain and Mrs. Park; and distinguished people and simple, quiet peor 
ple and all sorts of people, from near and far, rejoiced in the com- 
fort, the good cheer, the mental stimulus and the heart warmth of 
that hearthstone! 

It is there most that we love to remember her! There, in 
retrospect, shines out most conspicuously that delightful fund of 
bubbling humor which made her’s ever the best of company, and 
which, with her quickness at repartee, her infinite tact, her beauty 
of face and distinction of bearing, marked her in any company as the 
social leader. 

With all her great gifts and broad interests, she was always so 
essentially the woman of the home! Her flowers, her house, the 
care of her table, the wonderful good things she knew sa well to 
make and loved to serve—all these things were of vital interest to 


her. 

She attended to them in minutest detail, because she loved them ; 
and the joy of their perfect performance was to her of the same 
quality as her far-reaching intellectual, spiritual and broadly social 
enthusiasms. | 

Her literary interest was ever fresh and tireless, and no writer 
ever wielded a more trenchant pen that did Mrs. Park. Her readth 
of grasp, depth of conviction, wealth of information and gift of ex- 
pression would have made her a great editorial writer; and in any 
branch of letters she would have found success. The springs of 
her nature were deeply poetic; and in her last days of suffering, the 
words of her beloved Lanier were an abiding comfort to her. 

As a young girl at school in Tuskegee, Dr. George W. F. Price, 
one of the best-known educators of his time, said that her mind was 
not only the most brilliant he had known in his years of teaching ex- 
perience, but markedly the most balanced and most rounded. 

This splendid completeness, it was which made Emily Park’s 
personality so potent in personal and public relations, uniting in her- 
self exceptional powers along many lines. She was almost unique 
in the fact that she never ran to an extreme or lost balance in any 
direction. : 

Deeply inspirational, as was her personal and social message, it 
never failed of being sane dnd practical; the most profound springs 
of her nature were those of sentiment, and yet she never, for an in- 
stant, lapsed into sentimentality; determined and courageous to a 
degree, and ready to fight to the death for any principle or convic- 
tion, no one who knew her can recall from her an expression of bit- 
terness or an action inspired to pique, pettiness or animosity ; intense 
in her feelings, and never one to trim or hedge where she saw the 
right course, she never lost that perfect poise and splendid self-con- 
trol by which she so well adorned our older conception of the word 
gentlewoman; though vitally progressive, she never lapsed toward 
the sensational nor lost her value of the conventionalities of organiz- 
ed society, which are civilization’s inheritance of the ages; totally un- 
bigoted, and unbound by any exclusiveness of church or creed, no 
woman maintained a more loyal or sincere devotion to her church 
and all its observances; possessing intellect of a high order, and 
broadly cultivated, she was markedly devoid of any touch of intel- 
iectual snobbishness—the most rudimentary aspirations in others 
drew from her always generous appreciation and encouragement; 
spending herself in helpful effort for generations yet unborn, no 
woman ever gave more time, strength and thought to personal serv- 
ice for family ang friends, nor was more devotedly loved by them; 
with a stretch sweep of vision and interest which was nation- 
wide, world-wid@"there was not a baby in her whole connection 
which did not feel the throb of the big woman's heart going out in 
the most personal love toward its own little individual self! 

Perhaps, after all is said, this was the key-note to her; this great 
abounding ever-renewing fount of Love which flowed out to the 
whole world in “home-loves and high glory-loves, and science-loves 
and story-loves, and loves for all that God and man, in art and na- 
ture, make or plan; and lacdy-loves tor spidery lace, and love for all 
the whole sweet round of littles that large life compound, and loves 
for God and God’s bare truth, and loves for Magdalen and Ruth.” 
All the whole world she loved, and she longed, oh, so ardentally, that 
every creature in it/might have 4 chance to do and be its very best! 

Mrs. Park was one of the few persons to whom applied the word 
“noble.””* Of her one could say, with no risk of cheapness and no 
falseness of adulation, that her attributes were those of greatness. 

Woman of big heart, big brain, big soul, big aspirations and en- 
deavors, we “shall not look upon her like again,” and we, her host of 
friends, ‘today with bowed heads and prostrate hearts, write to say: 
To have known her, to have worked with hér, to have loved her and

Our dear friend during her great 
and useful life was constantly actu- 
ated by the noble desire for that power 
of which Ruskin speaks, “The power 
to heal, to redeem, to guide and to 
guard.” 

Like other great leaders, her ambi- 
tion was not to be esteemed great, but 
to render the greatest service which 
her abilities and opportunities enabled 
her to render. 

Her intellectual force, wide culture 
and untiring zeal were all used to ef- 
fect public rveforms and .to encour- 
age right-doing and right-thinking. 

Her unselfish spirit brings to mind 
a story lan MacLaren tells. While 
walking one day he met a Scotch lass 
bowed beneath the weight of a chubby 
little lad she was carrying.

She 
was the first chairman of education 
of the federation, from 1896 to 1899,

She served as the president of the

She was a member of the Atlanta 
Woman’s Club, Every Saturday Class 
and History Class of Atlanta. 

When a resident of Macon she or- 
ganized the Current Topics Club, and 
was president as long as she lived 
there. For years she was the leader 


Daughters. Largely through her lead- 
ership, the Free Kindergarten Associa- 
tion was established in Macon. 

She was deeply interested in the 
Young Women’s Christian Association 
and served on the gulf states execu- 
tive board, also the local Atlanta 
board. 

Mrs. Park issued in 1896 a study of 
the educational conditions and needs 
of Georgia, from university to kinder- 
garten, which was deemed most valu- 
able, and used for reference the coun- 
try over. In this she forecast all the 
movements which have become issues 
in Georgia’s educational life, and for 
these things she worked ceaselessly 
and tirelessly 
also for laws concerning child 
compulsory attendance, local tax, kin- 
dergartens, industrial education, nor- 
mal training, better rural schools, ad- 
mission of women to state university, 
scholarship funds and later for legis- 
lation looking to the help and encour- 
agement of the woman of the country. 

From a loving heart I give her my 
tribute of praise and I esteem it a 
peculiar privilege to do honor to her 
who has inspired me with the desire 
to follow humbly in her consecrated

}an active and valuable member, being 
ever ready to serve where and when 
i needed. She was a frequept delegate 
to both state and general convention, 
to which her presence always added 
strength and dignity, and in which 
her counsel was always sought. 

Captain and Mrs. Park were both 
warm supporters of my work in the 
cause of the confederacy, and frequent- 
ly held up my hands when I felt that 
a word of discouragement would have 
been fatal to some effort which I 
was making for the advancement of 
nme UU.

Mrs. Park once told me that her 
heart was'equalliy divideg between 
the U. D. C. and e@ucational work, and 
I really believe that her interest in 
the latter was founded principally 
upon her desire for the uplift of the 
southland. 

She is not only a loss to the several 
women’s organizations to which she 
gave her superb talents and time, but 
to the entire state, through the length 
and breadth of which she was so well 
and favorably known. 

She was a grand woman. We shall

His father was a bankrupt, and his 
mother was dead. For three years he 


had been a clerk in a merchant's office. 


tm St. Croix. He had been born in the 
neighboring island of Nevis. His fath- 
er had no particular ability. His moth- 
er, who was of Hugenot blood had 
been married to a Jew named Levine, 
Dut had been divorced by him. By the 
Gecree Levine was eprmitted to re- 
marry, but she was not. In disregard of 
thie decree and without sanction of the 
church she took Jamés Hamilton as 
her second husband. 

The lad of 16 was en route to New 
York. He was so precocious that rela- 
tives of his mother had made up a4 
purse that he might have a collegiate 
education. A description he wrote ot 
the great West Indian hurricane of 
1772 had made deep impression, and it 
was felt that talent such as he dis- 
played should not tbe allowed to 
shrivel. 

The lad had abounding confidence. 
After a few months in a grammar 
school at Elizabethtown, N. J., he pre- 
sented himeelf at Princeton college, and 

stonished the president by announc- 

g his intention of going through the 
courses as quickly as possible without 
regard to the regular classes. Prince- 
on would not have him on those con- 

itions, and he applied to King’s col- 
lege (now Columbia university), New 
York, and was accepted. 

At 18 this lad was writing political 
pamphlets and newspaper addresses 
that were credited to the most eminent 
men in the revolutionary cause. At 20 
he was lieutenant colonel on the staff 
of the commander-in-chief. Most of 
those remarkable documents that cameé 
from the camp of George Washing- 
ton and that won the admiration of 
all Europe were from the brain of 
this lad. At 24 he led the storming 
party that captured one of the re- 
Goubts at Yorktown. 

But his real career, 
did not begin until after the war 
closed. History now ranks him wit 
Caesar and Napoleon as one of the 
greatest constructive statesmen of the 
world. At 33 he was the master spirit 
of America. At 40 his work was done. 
Hie gave life and force to the consti- 
tution of the United States. He ruled a 
great party and he influenced many 
great men. His policfes live today. 
Wo man played a larger part in shap- 
ing the destiny of the United States. 
At 47 he fell on the dueling field, shot 
to death by Aaron Burr, vice president 
of the nation. 

He was a Man of amazing gentus 
and of surpassing talent in many fields.

battle of Harlem Heights he attracted 
the attention of Washington and again 
at White Plains. 
unteered to retake Fort Washington, 
but the general thought the plan too 
hazardous. In the retreat of the con- 
tinental army through New Jersey he 
earned as high praise for his soldier- 
ly qualities in the protection of the 
rear guard with his battery as he had 
earlier for his pamphlets and speeches. 
All this time Washington was study- 
ing the youth. 

On March 1, 1777, Washington ap- 
pointed Hamilton his aid-de-camp, 
with the rank of Heutenant colonel. 
The commander-in-chief was over- 
whelmed with correspondence. To 
find a boy who was not only a ready 
and powerful writer, but who pos- 
sessed the instincts of statesmanship 
and the spirit of a soldier was a rich 
discovery. Hamilton was tireless. 
Washington wrote well, but slowly 
and laboriously. Washington exer- 
cised a profound influence in shaping 
and directing Hamilton's mind in 
those days, 
enced the general. The messages to 
congress, the correspondence with 
British generals and the other papers 
that came from Washington that won 
the admiration of the world by their 
dignity and }icidity came from Ham- 
{lton. Occasfonally Washington re- 
vised his secretary's work, but not 
often. 

How absolutely Washington trsuted 
Hamilton may be seen by the fact that 
he sent him on the mission to Gates 
after the surrender of Burgoyne. 
Gates, arrogant and pompous, was in 
no humor to send the regiments Wash- 
ington called for to strengthen his 
force so he could drive the British 
out of Philadelphia. Already - Gates 
was planning to supersede the com- 
mander-in-chief. He trieg to deceive 
Hamiliton, but was startled when the 
little aide-de-camp sternly exposed the 
deception to him and then in a letter 
that was a masterpiece of courtesy 
in the imperative mood forced him to 
send more troops to Washington than 
had been aske dfor at first. 

With Putnam, too, he showed equal 
ability. Putnam was honest but ob- 
stinate. The old general would face a 
regiment without flinching, but such 
was the power of Hamilton's person- 
ality that the two regiments called for 
marched at Hamilton's order, and left 
Putnam too flurried to interfere.

The army was in a sad state. Various | 
members of congress were known to' 
be “cornering” food stuffs while the 
soldiers went hungry. Mutiny was 
threatened in many regiments. The | 
men had not been paid in many 
months. Congress talked, but did; 
nothing. 

Hamilton, to whom order and system 
were everything, had tired of pointing 
out the looseness, waste and graft | 
with which congress handled the af- | 
fairs of the army. He had laid plans | 
for the reformation of the evils be- | 
fore congress various fimes ang had 
made addresses to that body, but with- 
out effect. In the multitude of his | 
duties he even found time for the 
preparation and presentation of a plan 
for readjusting the fearfully involvea 
and crippled finances of the young re- 
public. This had gone to Robert Mor- 
ris, and had been declared by him to 
be masterly jn conception and in de- 
tail. It is marvelous how he found 
time to do the thousands of things he 
accomplished. It is more amazing how 
he did so many things so well. His 
letters and reports are models. There 
is no ambiguity to any of then?’ He 
thought clearly and wrote clearly. It 
mattered not whether the subject was 
finance, tactics, military law, foreign 
relations, civil law or politics, he ap- 
peared to know it in all its forms and 
phases. Washington treated him more 
as a younger brother than as‘a son or 
private secretary. Rare, indeed, was 
the time when their opinions clashed 
or when they were not in the keenest 
sympathy. One day, however, the 
break came. Washington was worried. 
On the way to headquarters he met 
Hamilton and asked him to join him 
in a few minutes. Hamiltog, while on 
his way to obey, met Lafayette. The 
two young men chatted longer than 
they thought. Meanwhile the com- 
mander-in-chief fumed. What Wash- 
ington said was harsh and unwar- 
ranted. The little secretary was icily 
respectful until the general finished. 
Then he said he was not conscious vf 
the delay, but as the general consid- 
ered his alide-de-camp had been neglect- 
ful, they must part.. Washington went 
further in his effort to appease Ham-

In the early summer of 1781 Wash- 
ington assigned Hamilton to command 
a light corps.

Danger After the War. 

No one saw more clearly than Ham- | 
ilteon that the closing of the war usher- ’ 
ed in a most dangerous period for the ' 
nation. No one realized more than did ' 
he the weakness of congress, the bit-. 
ter jealousies of the thirteen states 
and the menace of civil war unless a. 


dea] with the situation was created. 
There had to be a real union, jot a 
loose connection between the states. 
But Massachusetts was jealous of New 
York, and Virginia had little sympa- 
thy with North Carolina. Rhode Island 
had ideas of its own and Maryland 
had others. There were boundary dis- 
putes and there were various other 
complications. Congress had little or 
no power to enforce its will. Many 
persons had a false or exaggerated 
notion of what freedom meant. To 
them freedom meant license. They 
wanted no taxation. They had fought 
England on a question of taxation. 
Moreover, they wanted to punish the 
loyalists for the part they had played 
in the revolution. 

By the treaty of peace it had been 
agreed that no obstacle should be put 
in the way of the recovery of debts 
due to British subjects by citizens of 
the republic; that no fresh prosecu- 
tions of confiscations should be di- 
rected against loyalists and that con- 
gress should endeavor to get the vari- 
ous states to repeal existing acts of 
confiscation. 

Candor compels acknowled 
the fact that in few if lor ae ee 
thirteen states were the treaty obliga- 
fons lived up to. On the contrary, vari- 
Ous states passed more oppressive acts 
against loyalists than had been in 
force. As for a British creditor col- 
lecting a debt, it was not thought of. 

Hamilton was a stickler for nationa! 
honor. He fought against this current 
of passion with all the strength of his 
powerful influence. He lost popularity, 
but he won respect. He had determined 
on the law for a profession, and after 
four months’ study was admitted to 
the bar. . Within a few years he be-

England, although she had lost the 

colonies, did not despair of recovering 
them. British statesmen saw in the 
disorder that followed the war an op- 
portunity to win by trade discrimina- 
tion what had been lost by the sword. 
They planned to play on the jealous- 
les of the states ,to favor one port as 
against another, to build up one mar- 
ket and ruin another, until the com- 
mercial pressure applied would grad- 
ually detach one section of the union 
and another and lead them back to 
thelr old allegiance. 
As if to make the road easier for 
England in this game the thirteen 
States proceeded to engage in a do- 
mestic tariff war. The states with 
seaports preyed upon their landlocked 
meighbors. New Jersey was preyer 
upon by Pennsylvania and New York. 
North Carolina was sweated by South 
Carolina and Virginia. - Rhode Island 
put up the bars against Connecticut. 
And with it all, the north distrusted 
the south and the south the north. 

Next there came a plague of paper 
So much of this stuff’ was is- 


sued by the various states that it soon 


fell to 2 cents on the dollar and was 
so debased that even the counterfeit- 
ers gave up the work of putting out 
spurious bills. 

Work for the Constitution. 

In 1785 there was a meeting at 
Washington's home, Mount Vernon, of 
a few earnest men, who saw the only 
salvation for the country through the 


‘establishment of a strong central] gOvV- 
| ernment. 


As a result of that gather- 
ing a call was issued for a convention 
at Annapolis the following year. Only 
five states appointed commissioners 
who attended. Four appointed com- 
missioners who did not attend and four 
disregarded the call. Hamilton ruled 
the convention. Ostensibly this con- 
vention was to consider the trade and 
commerce of the United States and the 
question of the threatened closing of 
the Mississippi by Spain, but in the 
skillful hands of Hamilton it was 
worked around to a recommendation to 
the states to appoint delegates to a 
convention at Philadelphia to devise 
means to make the constitution of the 
Uniteg States adequate to the needs 
of the union. 

Twelve of the thirteen states re- 
sponded. Rhode Island stayed out. 
That convention was heartbreaking. 
It opened May 14, 1787, and the final 
draft of the constitution was not sign- 
ed until September 17, and then by 
only thirty-nine of the sixty-five dele- 
gates. It was not such a constitution 
as Hamilton hoped for. His plan had 
been rejected. He wanted something 
akin to a limited or elective mon- 
archy. He wanted a president elect- 
ed for life, senators elected for life, 
a centralization of power in the gov- 
ernment and a lessening, if not a wip- 
ing out, of state rights. He wanted 
one nation, not a group of thirteen 
sovereign states. 

Nothing stands out more nobly in the 
career of Alexander Hamilton than his 
conduct after the constitution 
framed at Philadelphia. He looke 
upon the instrument as a thing of 
little value, but it was the best he 
could get after all the work he and 
Washington had done to awaken thg 
people to the need of a national policy. 
But the constituion had to be adopted 
by nine states before it could be put 
in force. To get the people to accept 
it was the next task. Nowhere was 
the struggle harder than in New York. 
Governor Clinton and al] his great 
following were against it. To ex- 
Plain the constitution and its needs 
Hamilton started The Federalist, one 
of the most remarkable of political] pa- 
pers the country has known. Of the 
85 essays printed in the paper more 
than 50 were by Hamilton. Of the 
rest Madison wrote the most. Jay 
wrote a few. They were the greatest 
force that worked on men’s minds to 
make them consent to adopt the con- 


| lowers. 
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thelr logic, in thelr appeal and in 
their literary beauty as any political 
paper in history. 

But all the power of The Federalist 
could not sway Clinton and his fol- 
When the New Yerk conven- 
tion met in Poughkeepsie in June, 1788, 
Hamilton wrote that ‘two-thirds of the 
convention and four-sevenths of the 
people are against us.” He was beaten 
on the first day by a vote of 46 to 
19, but he returned to the struggle. 
Day after day he argued. Day after 
day he explained every point, met 
every argument. He drew tears and 
he won applause, but every day it was 
the same—46 to 19. For six weeks he 
labored. Other states were voting. 
He fought for delay, hoping and ex- 
pecting that ratification by other 
states would help to turn the scales 
in New York. At last he triumphed. 
At last the 46 began to waver. On 
July 25 Hamilton had a majority of 3 
and New York had adopted the con- 
stitution. The most masterful man in 
America had triumphed in one of the 
most remarkable struggles in the his- 
tory of the state. 

Master of the Cabinet. 

Washington, when he was elected 
president, committed a grave blunder. 
In his effort to allay sectional or 
party strife, he selected his cabinet 
from rival camps. Jefferson he made 
secretary of state, and Hamilton sec- 
retary of the treasury. Knox and 
Randolph were the other members. 
It was as easy to get Jefferson and 
Hamiltonto agree as it is to make oll 
and water mix. The same, too, was 
true of Knox and Randolph. 

Hamilton had three main ideas to 
work out. One was to bring order out 
of the financial demoralization into 
which the government had been 
plunged. Another was to promote 
manufactures and commerce. The 
third was to establish a foreign pol- 
icy that would guard the United 
States from entangling alliances. But, 
above all things, he meant to breathe 
into the constititution all the power it 
dia not specifically carry out, but 
which might be implied to it. 

It did not matter to Hamilton that 
he was invading Jefferson's domain 
in the matter of foreign policy. Ham- 
iiton acted as if he was premier, 
not secretary of the treasury. Daily 
he and Jefferson were pitted against 
each other. Daily there was a tie 
when the men voted on a measure. 
Knox supported Hamilton and Ran- 
dolph supported Jefferson. Nearly al- 
ways Washington decided as Hamil- 
ton voted. 

The labor Hamilton did in the first 
administration of Washington was pro- 
digious. Where he got his mastery 
of finance is as great a mystery as 
where he got his mastery of literary 
style, of law, of the various other de- 
partments in which he showed such 
genius. Surely he did not learn finance 
in the three years in Cruger’s store in 
the West Indies. His post was the 
hardest under the government. The 
currency was in disorder. Commercial 
credit had ceased to exist. The na- 
tion was bankrupt. He had to devise 
a method by which the debt of the 
nation would be paid, create a machine, 
find and train servants and, hardest 
of all, furnish revenue for immediate 
needs. He did it. Not only that, but 


he insisted that every dollar owed by 


the nation or the states should be | 
paid by ae dollar. He had the debts of, 
the various states assumed by the | 
general government and he rejected 
with scorn the proposition to repudi- 
ate some of it because there had been 
rank and outrageous speculation in 
it by which the original creditors had 
been robbed of their due. Better, said 
he, to pay every dollar of it, no mat- 
ter how d4ishonestly the speculators 
acted, than have the slightest stain 
On the nation’s honor or credit. Nor | 
would he listen to a suggestion of| 
compromise. 

In four years be brought the na-| 
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sympathies of the American people 
were with France. The people still 
considered the old alliance with King 
Louis to be in force. They had not 
ceased either, to hate the British. 

Hamilton had no sympathy with the 
revolutionists. When Citizen Genet 
came here as French ambassador and 
gave letters of marque to American 
ships to act as French privateers he 
promptly forced Jefferson to demand 
his recall. 

As a statesman, Hamilton was mag- 
nificent, but as a politician he was a 
failure. He left the cabinet because 
he was deeply in debt and had to wipe 
out those obligations and provide for 
his family. But out of office he al- 
most was as powerful as in. Washing- 
ton summcned him many times. .The 
“Farewell Address” of the first presi- 
dent, one of the noblest of state pa- 
pers was written by Hamilton. John 
Adams when he became president bit- 
terly inveighed against the influence 
of Hamilton. Adams hated him, but, 
nevertheless, was swayed so much by 
Hamilton that he declared that “the 
Little Lion” “acted as if he not only 
was leader of the federalist party, the 
whole cabinet of the president, but the 
president also.” 

When war was declared against 
France, and Washington was summon- 
ed to take charge of the army, Adams 
sought to humiliate Hamilton. Wash- 
ington had designated the four men 
who should be major generals. Ham- 
ilton headed the list; Adams put Knox 
first. Washington refused his com- 
mission unless Hamilton should lead. 
With bad grace Adams gave in. 

If Adams hated Hamilton the hate 
was returned with interest. When Ad- 
ams sought reelection Hamilton wrote 
a bitter attack on the president, which 
was intended for his personal friends 
among federalist leaders only. In it he 
exposed every weakness, every fault 
of Adams without mercy and with his 
marvelous skill. Aaron Burr got a 
copy of the letter ang used it to con- 
found the federalists. In the election 
Jefferson and Burr had a tie vote for 
president. Through the influence of 
Hamilton with the federal members of 
congress Jefferson was ch%sen. Burr 
never forgot and never forgave. 

The defeat of Adams practically 
marked the beginning of the end of 
the federalist party. Hamilton saw 
every conceivable danger in Jefferson's 
rule. 

He hed no confidence in the man 
and little in the people. He despaired 
for the public and feared civil war 
would come within a few years. ; 

The Duel. 

Meanwhile he Was the foremost law- 
yer in America. In New York his 
greatest opponent was <Aaron Burr. 
Hamilton and Burr ostensibly were 
friends. They dined at each other's 
house, were suave and good natured 
to each other and appeared to give 
and take in court ana in the arena 
of politics with good grace and with- 
out feeling. As a lawyer and as a 
statesmen there was nocomparing the 
two men. Hamilton towered above the 
other. In court Hamilton usually 
won. He had little of the magnetism, 
the charm or the generosity of Burr. 
but the strength of his intellect, the 
power of his arguments, was so great 
that he won even where his case was 
weak. Burr, on the other hand, was 
less on appeal to reason than appeal 
to emotions. He was one of the kind- 
est, one of the most lovable and one 
of the loosest living of men. He could 
not refuse an appeal for aid. Beggars 
got in line when they knew he was 
near by. He always was in love. He 
was as small and as siight as Hamil- 
ton. but like Hamilton,-was one of the 
dandies of his days. For women he 
had a great fascination. As a politi- 
clan he was adroit. Many charges 
were made affecting\not only his mor- 
als, but his honesty. 

Hamilton, too, was immoral. Not so 
much -is known of his affairs as of 
Burr’s, but there was not much to 


choose between them, That they were | 
rivals for the smiles of one of the. 


most famous beauties of New York 


is certain, and that in this conteg . 


tion’s credit to so high a standard that; yjamilton suffered defeat is history. 


he was able to $btain a loan for the 
government in Holland at 4 per cent. 
Only one other nation on earth could 
get it at so low a rate, and that nation 
was England. He established’ the 
Bank of the United States, and started 
the first great period of prosperity 
through it. His financial brochures 
are models today. 

In manufactures he advocated a sys- 
tem of government bounty to aid in- 
fant industries. He may be termed 
the father of the protective tariff. 

Everything he did. while in the cabi- 
net was against strong opposition. 
Most of the time congress was hostile. 


A good deal of the time he was sub- 
ject to the most vicious attack. He 
was accused of dishonesty and various 
other crimes. Nothing checked him. 
He worked steadily and used every 
means to strengthen the central gov- 
ernment and reduce the power if in- 
dividual states. The decisions of 
Chief Justice Marshall, of the supreme 
court, aided him greatly. 
His Work Done. 


When he left the cabinet, after five 


years of service, the constitution was 
a far more powerful instrument than 
when it came into being. His will 
had done much to make it strong. But 
while Hamilton was giving epirit and 
force to the constitution he was arous- 
ing bitter antagonisms. Party feeling 
was stirred to a high pitch. France 
was in the convulsions of revolution. 
Soon revolutionary or republican

garding those who disagreed with him 
as any of his contemporaries. In his 
correspondence he abused Washington. 
For Jefferson he had the most vin- 
dictive of terms. For Monroe no char- 
acterization was foul enough. For 
Adams he spared nothing in the way 
of harshness. For Madison he had 
Such bitterness that he suggested «a- 
duel. 

Of Burr he had said many things, 
and to Burr he had done many things. 
In fact, he must have appeared to 
Burr as his evil genius. Far better 
cause had been given to Burr to quar- 
rel than the one he selected. It was 
trivial, but Hamilton handled the mat- 
ter so badly thdt a duel was inevita- 
ble. A Dr. Charles Cooper, in an 
electioneering letter, declared he had 
heard Hamilton describe Burr as “a 
dangerous man, who ought not to be 
trusted.” To this was added, “I eould 
detail to you a still more despicable 
opinion which General Hamilton has 
expressed of Mr. Burr.” 

Burr, who was a inember of one of 
the proudest families in America, be- 
ing @ grandson of Jonathan Edwards, 
first president of Princeton, wrote to 
Hamilton to ask that he disavow or 
confirm what Cooper alleged. Hamli- 
ton, without directly replying to 
Burr's question, wrote several hundred 
words and sent them back. Burr then 
insisted upon a reply. Hamilton said 
the peremptory character of Burr's 
demand made it unnecessary for him 
to do so. Burr asked for a month's 
delay in order, to close up his law 
cases. 

On July 4,/:804, the two men attend- 
ed the bang) #t of the Order of the Cin- 
cinnati, of hich Hamilton wag presi- 
dent. Har ton sang the order's favor- 
ite song, ' ne Drum,” and Burr joined 
in the ch “us. Seven days later they 
met on t § dueling field at Weehaw- 
ken. Af the first fire Hamilton fell, 
mortally wounded. Hamilton's pistol 
went off in the air. Hamilton died the 
next day. 

Burr, a wanderer over the face of 
the earth, lived many years. At 7§ he 
married the famous Mme. Jumel, and 
another woman's heart was broken 
when she heard of the marriage. 

A foreigner, meeting him one day 
and eager to Know his opinion of 
Hamilton, asked him if Hamilton was 
a gentieman. 

“Sir,” thundered the old man as his 
faded eyes lighted up with some of 
the old-time fire, “sir, I met him.” .

It seems to me this must appeal to 
every sensible person, and I knew that 
by my over thirty years’ experience, 
by equipment, and I believe, too, by 
mental equipment, I was fully capable 
of giving the people such an office 
and such service as would convince 
them in due time that I was right in 
my claims. 

It does not do to draw the people 
to an office or a place of business by 
advertising alone.

Emperor William Said to Be 
in a Critical Condition --- He 
Has Never Had a Very Strong 
Constitution. 


Berlin, September § 17.—(Special.)— 
Despite the efforts of courtiers and 
high officials to suppress it there have 
been rather persistent reports that 
Emperor William has seriously con- 
sidered the propostion that he should 
delegate a number of his duties to the 
crown prince. Although he is not sick 
the emperor is far from being a well 
man. Never at any time a stalwart in 
health, William has lived’at high pres- 
sure from the day he ascended the 
throne. He has been one of the busi- 
est monarchs since the days of Napo- 
leon. His life has been a strenuous 
and useful one. 

He has never had what may be term- 
ed a strong constitution, and it is 
only by an extremely sober regime 
that he has been able to support the 
physical and mental fatigue of his 
office. He has had breakdowns during 
the last few months, and his physi- 
cians, although they do not consider 
him in immediate danger, have ad- 
Vised his absention from work that 
can be fulfilled by his son. 

There are numerous petty public du- 
ties. that may be safely impressed on 
the prince and emperor relieved to 
that extent. The change will not be 
made until the young man returns 
from the east.
